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CHARLES E. LEONARD DIES IN DETROIT 


Father of Lillian Russell Succumbs to 
Effects ofa Paralytic Stroke Suf- 
fered Six Weeks Ago.

Charles BE. Leonard of Chica o, father of 
Lillian Russell, who was orig with 
paralysis on Aug. 25, while visiting relatives 
in. Detroit, Mich., died last night at the 
home of his brother in that city, aged 67 


‘ years, 


It was said at the time of his attack that 
he would Probably recover, though he 
would never be in perfect health again. 
However, he failed to rally and passed 
peacefully away at 9 o’clock last evening. 
Interment will be in Chicago. 

Mr. Leonard had lived in Chftago since 
1860, and during all this time he was a 
prominent figure in publishing circles, He 
was born in Buffalo, N, Y., about 1880, and 
learned the printer's trade in the’ office of 
the old Buffalo Commercial. There he mar- 
ried Miss Cynthia Van Name. In 1856 he 
moved with his family to Clinton, Ia., and 
established himself in business. Four years 
later he came to Chicago and organized the 
printing firm of Horton & Leonard, which 
was located up to the time of the fire of 1871 
at Nos. 106 and 108 Randolph street. 

After the fire the firm of Knight, Leonard 
,& Co. was organized, which was, at the 
time of its failure in 1893, one of the oldest 
printing houses in Chicago. The business 
was sold out by a receiver in December, 1894, 
but is still conducted under the name of the 
original proprietors. Since that time Mr. 
Leonard had been Vice-President of the 
Rogers & Smith Printing company, No. 148 
Monroe street. 

Mr. Leonard had’ seven children, five of 
whom survive. Lillian Russell is the young- 
est but one. She passed her early years with 
her parents in Chicago, and then went-on the 
stage, achieving fame first in New York 
under the management of Tony Pastor.

‘Dispateh of War Vessels to Zanzibar 
Revives Anti-German Feeling 
in Great Britain,

London, Oct. 10.—The dispatch of British 
naval reinforcements to Zanzibar has re- 
newed interest in the situation there and is 
universally interpreted as a demonstration 
againat Germany, as the condition of affairs 
in Zanzibar does not justify such measures. 

It is admitted here that Germany had the 
technical right to remove Khalid from her

TOM WATSON MAY NOT SPEAK AGAIN. 


Populist Vice-Presidential Candidate - 


Ill and May Throw Up the 
Sponge to Sewall. 


Thomson, Ga., Oct. 10.—[{Special.]—Tom 
Watson will not be able to make any more 
speeches soon—perhaps not before the elec- 
tion in November. He is confined at his 
home here now and under physicians’ care. 
All visitors are denied admission to his home, 
and nobody has been with him except Com- 
mitteeman Reed of the People’s party, who 
has been in conference with the Vice-Pr¢si- 
dential candidate today. 

The result of his illness will be the delay 
of the issuance of his letter of acceptance, 
and though nothing definite is known about 
when it will come Watson is being strongly 
urged by members of his own party to come 
off the ticket in the interest of harmony. 
It has been proposed to him, though not in 
the shape of any definite business proposi- 
tion, that he retire and let the people here 
in Georgia express their preference between 
him and Sewall on the Bryan Electoral tick- 
ets, voting for the regular Democratic Elect- 
ors. Whether he has considered this idea 
at all or not it is impossible to say. As mat- 
ters now stand he would be beaten 60,000 or 
80,000 in the State. 

It is the general belief here if he succeeded 
in forcing Sewall off the ticket he would 
have endangered Bryan’s chances in Georgia, 
for the feeling against Watson among the 
Democrats of Georgia is strong. 

If he were, however, to adopt some such 
plan as that outlined here the result, it is 
argued, would be beneficial to him and he 
might in that way get the Electoral vote of 
Georgia. It is promised that something defi- 
rite will come from him in the way of his 
letter of acceptance within the mext few 
days. 3

Paris Attorney Says Legal Points Make 
It Impossible—Alleged Chicagoan 
in a Gold Brick Case.

The fight came off. a few minutes after 
2:30 o'clock in the afternoon. It was the 
sequel of a remark made by Dr. Pine some 
months ago, wiien he offered to bet that he 
could “best” any man in the Chicago 
Athletic Association at boxing. Every one 
thought he was “ bluffing,” no one suspect- 
ing that the challenge was made in earnest. 

Finally Col, Hamburger took’ hold of the 
matter, and bet “ Phil’’ Stanley $50 that he 
could not get anyone to back another mem- 
ber of the club for $500 against Dr. Pine. 
Through this preliminary wager the match 
was finally arranged about two months ago. 

Fred Jones and “ Phil ’’ Stanley, who were 
refused admittance, were the financial 
backers of the two principals in the fight. 

Dr Pine, who is, 6 feet 2 inches in height, 
was trained for the encounter by C. I. Es- 
sig and Alf Shrosbree. He fought at 185 
pounds, 

George Dawson got Mr. Swift ready to 
fight, and he fought with 209 pounds aver- 
dupois, 5 feet 11 inches of height, six-ounce 
gloves, and short wind. 

Details of First Round. 

There was no tedious tardiness about the 
beginning of the fighting when time was 
called for the first round to begin. With a 
motion that would have put to shame an old 
windmill in a gale, Swift opened on his ad- 
versary, right and left, fast and frequent. 
Hie kept both hands and his opponent busy 
during the entire round, and had all the 
better of it when time was called. 

There were numerous clinches during this 
round, but the referee had no difficulty in 
getting the men to break away. Dr. Pine 
was tired when the round closed, and showed 
it. 

There was a brief rest, and then there was 
a change. It was this which necessitated 
a change of scene for Mr. Swift while he 
mends his countenance. 

Both men came to the scratch as good as 
new for the second round. Their seconds, 
who were stripped to the waist, had shown 
them every attention, and they were much 
refreshed. 

For the first half-mintte Swift had the bet- 
ter of the milling. He evidently had not 
jJearned that there had been a change. Dr: 
Pine did not seem fully aware of it, for he 
was anxious to hold on in the clinches and 
gain time. 

Dr. Pine Gets to Work. 


After the ’steenth breakaway, Hewever, 
Dr. Pine made up his mind that the program 
ought to be varied. Accordingly he gave 
Swift a hot one with his right on the left 
eye. In his next departure from limbo he 
again caught his opponent napping, and 
landed with his left in the face, following 
with his right. 

This was first blood. Swift was staggered. 
The spectators yelled to the doctor: ‘‘ Goin 
and finish him up, Doc.” | 

In a mixup of close infighting the doughty 
doctor caught Swift with a right hand smash 
back of the left ear and sent him to grass— 
the upholstery grass of the padded room 
where the fight was waged with upholstered 
gloves. 

Swift liked i down and staid on the 
grass while the referee counted nine, getting 
up just in time to save the fight, temporarily. 

Hard fighting followed. Dr. Pine wanted 
to wind up the affair, while Swift took ad- 
vantage of his uninvited rest and made a 
rally as though for blood. Several hard 
punches were exchanged, but Swift, so to 
speak, had been appointed recelver-in-gen- 
eral of the lumber industries of his district, 
and was kept busy scaling the Pine that 
came his way. He got one blow that made 
him groggy, but proved himself game. 

A half-dozen “ sockdolagers,” landed in 
rapid succession by Dr. Pine towards the 
close of the second round, sent Swift stag- 
gering all over the ring. Then the winner 
caught his man with a right-hand smash on 
the jaw and dropped him. Swift's head hit 
the floor a hard rap, and he was done for. 

“ One, two, three, four—’’ said the referee. 

“ Time,” called Mr. Cohen. 

Swift was carried to his corner, limp and 
bleeding, and then one of his seconds stepped 
forward and told the referee that his man, 
had had enough.

SILVER 1% FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 


Have Preveuted tite Proposed 
Lean in Paris. 


New York Journal.J—A Russian ministerial 
official, passing through here fror. Paris, 
andi who cannot afford to give his name, ex- 
plained to me today. the reason for the repu- 
diation. of the Russian loan in France. 

He said: *‘ The ruling powers, as I know 
from recent observation, while acting as the 
Czar’s attendant on this trip, are really bi- 
metaliists. If Russia had asked for money 
for any other purpose than that of changing 
her standard into a gold one French official- 
dom would have backed the proposed loan 
to the utmost. As it happened, they opposed 
it secretly and openly. 

‘‘Il was present when Minister Meline said 
to the Czar, upon the Emperor’s visit to the 
mint, where 120,000,000 silver rubles were 
being coined: 

‘“* Your Majesty, silver is indisputably the 
best money of the world. Russia and 
France, being the greatest agricultural and 
industrial producers, should stand together 
to reconquer silver’s natural position and 
replace it on its old footing. Our alliance 
in that respect would be beneficial to the 
nations.’ 

‘‘ Aside from this, French statesmen and 
many others tried to influence the Czar and 
the Russian Ministers in favor of bimetal- 
lism on‘ all possible occasions during our 
stay. 

“As a result, you may announce that 
Wittes’ position is shaking, as he alone is 
upholding the gold standard in the govern- 
ment. He will meet with decided opposi- 
tion in the imperial councils. The Minister 
of Agriculture is especially outspoken 
against any financial change. 

“Bryan's election would undoubtedly 
find Russia and France ready for interna- 
tional bimetallism.”’ 


CHICKEN-THIEF TRAP VICTIM DIRS, 


J. W. Gilliland, Who Devised the Snare 
for Pilferers, Held for Harry 
Lucht’s Taking OW. 


Harry Lucht, the youth who was shot 
early Thursday morning by a trap gun set 
for chicken thieves in the yard of J. W. 
Gilliland, Sixty-third street and Michigan 
avenue, died at his home, No. 346 West 
Sixty-second street, early yesterday morn- 
ing. Deputy Coroner McHale was_ notified 
and an inquest held, as a result of which 
Mr. Gilliland was held for the grand jury’s 
action, 

The first witness was Officer Burns, who 
testified he found the boy after the shooting. 
Then Orrin Walters testified he was with 
young Lucht until a short time before the 
shooting, but was a block away and heard 
the shot. 

J. W. Gillfland, whose chicken coop was 
entered, said he had some valuable chickens 
and that several nights before Thursday 
night last some persons had tried to effect

Discordant Democracy. 


It. is unique in American politics. One of 
the old and most honored political parties 
of this country is very much divided this 
year.

They charged the Chicago 
convention with a reckless attempt to in- 
crease the price of silver by legislation to the 
debasement of our monetary system, and 
threatened unlimited Issues of paper money 
by the government. They proclaim, in view 
of these and other garve departures from 
Democratic principles, that they cannot 
support the candidates of that convention, 
nor be bound by its acts. They declare that 
the Demecratic party. has survived. many 
defeats, but could never survive a victory 
won in behalf of the policy proclaimed in 
its name at Chicago. On the money ques- 
tion they affirm that the experience of man- 
kind has shown that by.reason of its natural 
qualities gold is the necessary money of 
the large affairs of commerce and business, 
while silver is conveniently adapted to 
minor transactions; and the most beneficial 
use of: both can be insured only by the 
adoption of the former as the standard of 
monetary measure, and the maintenance of 
silver at a parity with gold by its Hmited 
coinage under suitable safeguards of law. 
Thus the largest possible enjoyment of both 
metals is gained with a value universally 
accepted throughout the world, which con- 
stitutes the only practical bimetallic eur- 
rency, assuring the most stable standard 
and especially the best and safest money 
for all who earn their livelihood by labor or 
the produce of husbandry. They cannot 
suffer when p@id in the best money known 
to man, but are the peculiar and most de- 
fenseless victims of a debased and fluctuat- 
ing currency, which offers continued profits 
to the money-changer at their cost. 

It fails to the Republican party this year 
as in many other years of the aot carry 
the standard of national honor; and it shall 
never be lowered in their hands. They meet 
the crisis with their old-time courage, and if 
given power the whole world will know that 
they will never permit the currency of the 
country to be debased or its financial honor 
stained. Our adversaries talk fluently about 
the *‘ money of the fathers.’ I want to say 
for the fathers that their money was always 
good and honest. They insist that gold and 
silver alike constitute the money of the Con- 
stitution, and the currency established by 
the early statesmen of the country. They 
would have us believe what history does not 
support—that gold and silver enjoyed equal 
privileges in the mints of the United States 
during all our history down to I872%. 

That * Crime” of '73. 


They assert that the stopping of the free 
coinage of silver in 1873 was “ the crime of 
the century,” and is the cause of the present 
deplorable business condition of the coun- 
try. They must know that prior to 1878 we 
had less than nine millions of silver dollars 
in circulation, We have coined since that 
time nearly 500 millions of silver dollars, 
and they constitute a part of the currency 
of the couritry: They do not_tell us that 
when the coinage of both gold and silver 
was free in the United States per capita 
circulation in this country w less than it 
has been since the so-called Crime of 1873. 
Why, under the free coinage of both gold 
and silver in the days of the fathers we had 
in 1800 a per capita of $4.09. In 1883 it was 
$8.60. In 1852 it was $14.63. In 1872 before 


the resumption of specie paymentsand when: 


we were doing business with an unlimited 
paper currency it was $18.19. In 1804, twen- 
ty-one years after the suspension of free 
coinage of silver, we had a per capita of 
24.88, and every dollar was as good as gold 
in eyery part of the world. We have a 
greater per capita in the United States than 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain anda 
greater per capita than Germany. The per 
capita of the whole world is about $5.15. The 
per capita of the gold standard countries is 
$18; while the per capita of the silver stand- 
ard countries—of which they want to make 
us one—is about $4.30. Even in the gold 
standard countries we Rave more silver per 
capita than they have in the silver countries 
of the world. The gold standard countries, 
having a population of less than one-third 
ef the world’s population, have nearly two- 
thirds of the circulation of the world’s cur- 
rency. The United States has about 5% per 
cent of the total population of the principal 
countries of the world, yet it has 32 21-100 
per cent of the banking resources and nearly 


| 16 per cent of the total maney supply of the 


world. France has a higher per capita than 
the United States, but the banking deposits 
in the United States are $77.76 per inhabit- 
ant, or $483 greater for each inhabitant than 
the banking deposits of France. It must 
never be forgotten that the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 would not in- 
crease but deerease our per capita circula- 
tion. It would add nothing to it, but would 
rob us of the good money we now have and 


} put us where the silver countries of the 


world are today—upon a silver basis alone.

‘Is Preeeded by a Parade Which Is 
Unexcelled in Loeal Annals.’ 


Galena, Ill., Oct. 10.—[Special.}—Two or 
three ‘hundred pebdple, the greater number 
of whom were women, met with an accident 
at the Ingersoll meeting today. While not 
resulting seriously it gave a good many an 
unusual shaking up. The tent in which the 
political gathering was held was being filled 
with early arrivais. During the street pa- 
rade the Platteville Glee club was singing 
a campaign melody when screams were 
heard’ above the singing and al! eyes turned 
in that direction to see a section of the am- 
phitheater swaying backward and the mass 
of humanity precipitated to the ground in an 
instant. 

The ery of the ushers to “ stand back ” 
was heeded by the crowd, whose first im- 
pulse was to make u grand rush to the 
scene. Many women fainted, knowing that 
members of their families were buried in 
the wreck.

Savings Bank Commissioners Sue to 
Suspend the Business of the Union 
Loan and Trust Company.

Boston, -Mass., Oct. 10.—An application 
Was presented in the Supreme Court today 
by the Savings Bank Commissioners asking 
that an injunction be issued to restrain the 
Union Loan and Trust company of this city 
from doing further business. The appoint- 
ment of a receiver is also asked for. 

A hearing has been fixed for Tuesday next. 
The company was formed in 1894 with a 
capital of $100,000. On Sept. 10 the liabili- 
ties were $362,844, with resources placed at 
the same figure. 

Ex-Senator Clark of Lynn, President of 
the company, says he doésn’t fear a run on 
the institution and that with temporary as- 
sistance the bank will be able to comply 
with the Commissioners’ démand that the 
reserve fund be increased. 

Saratoga, N. Y., Oct. 10.—Barnes & Ladow, 
sash and blind manufacturers of Mechanics- 
ville, are financially embarrassed as a result 
of the general depression. Figures are not 
given. The firm has done a business of 
$200,000 a year. 

Nashua, N. H., Oct. 10.—Lester F. Thurber 
of this city has been appointed assignee of 
the Security Trust company of Nashua upon 
petition of the State Bank Commissioners 
and the company has been enjoined from 
doing business in this State. The trust 
compary was enjoined previously during the 
panic of 1893, but later the injunction was 
modified so that it was permitted to do 
business. F.-~S. Sargent, Treasurer of the 
bank, steted that ihe bank had a capitaliza- 
tion of $200,00) and a surplus of $40,000. In 
the savings department there are deposits 
amounting to $300,000.

John R. Tanner came into Freeport conte 
this morning andthe citizens there wente 
to see him so badly that they insisted on 
making a speech to them before the train we t 
the city. This fact was announced at the 
meetings last nigh

‘ner made a few well chosen remarks, whic 

“were well appreciated by the audience and 
‘Joudly cheered. Mr, Tanner in the course 
of his remarks referred to his being present 
at the Chicago day labor parade yesterday as 
follows: | 

“tT am very sorry that I have so few 
minutes to talk to you on this occasion, be- 
cause I want to apologize and explain to 
you why it was I was not here last night ac- 
cording to program. I was trained thirty 
years ago as a soldier to obey my com- 
mander, and my commander ordered me to 
Chicago to review the great civic parade 
at Chicago yesterday, and I -went there and 
reviewed that parade of over 100,000 yoters 


and heard them shout for McKinley and. 


money. They were composed of both 
et bnoan tn Republicans, thousands of 
old staunch Democrats, young Democrats, 
patriotic Democrats, business Democrats, 
all in the ranks marching to the tune of 
McKinley, protection, and sound money. 


(Cheers. } 


At Pecatonica 3,000 or 4,000 people were. 


waiting for the train and a stop of probably 
half an hour was made, during which Gen. 
Sickles, Corporal Tanner, Gen. Alger, and 
other distinguished members of the party ad- 
dressed the people. 
Enthusiasm at Rockford. ‘ 
Rockford provided a good meeting and it is 
within bounds to say that at least 20,000 
people were huddled together as close as they 
could get to greet the distinguished party. 
Tom Lawler, ex-Grand Commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic presided, and 
there was music and singing, cheers and 
speeches until the patriotic heart was thrilled 
to its utmost. 
Capt. Tanner was first introduced and in 
-the course of his remarks said that while the 
election of McKinley was assured that we 
must also have our Congress to hold McKin- 
ley’s hands up and legislate so as to open our 
factories and bring back prosperous times. 
Gen. Alger in the course of his remarks 
said: ‘‘ The most important\election in the 
('nited States that will take place this fall 
is the election of your Governor in the great 
State of Illinois.

Rockford Meeting a Success. 

That Rockford meeting was a grand suc- 
cess, and, as Gen. Sickles said, he regarded 
it, aside from Fairfield, as the greatest dem- 
onstration he had yet seen along the’line. 
The old veterans were greatly moved over 
the Rockford meeting, bécause, as every- 
body knows, eRockford enjoys the distinction 
of having Post No. 1, Department 1, of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. ; Tom Lawler 
has always been:the Commander of this 
post, and probably will be as long as he lives. 
No other name has ever been mentioned for 
this office, and he is invariably renominated 
and. re@élected to that office. 

While the train was at «Rockford Chair- 
man Hitch received a telegram from the 
President of the McKinley and Tanner club 
of Cherry Valley, which was.in substance 
as follows: 

“The Republicans of this town have 
stretched a large American flag across the 
track, and we know that your party of old 
soldiers will never run over that flag. We 
ask Gen. Alger to stop the train at Cherry 
Mant 4 for God’s sake, if only for five min- 
utes.’’ 

As soon as Gen. Alger received the tele- 
gram he rushed into the telegraph office 
and sent a message saying: 

‘* Yes, you bet’ we will stop. We never run 
over the American flag. R. A. ALGER.” 


Stopped by a Flag. 


Cherry Valley is only nine miles from 
Rockford, and Chairman Hitch said that 
the train must stop there no matter whether 
the schedule time allowed it or not. 

As the train ran into the station a curious 
spectacle presented itself. Two hundred or 
300 men, women, and children had gathered 
at the station, and one old man who wore a 
Grand Army button had a huge American 
flag which had been stretched across the 
track previous to the arrival of the train, but 
had for the time being been stretched along 
side of the station. He stood there holding 
it like an old color-bearer during the war. 
Gen. Sickles sat in the observation car as 
the train ran into Cherry Valley, and when 
he was told of the telegram that had been 
received and saw the old American flag he 
said: ‘*‘ Help me on with my coat! Help me 
on with my coat! I am going out there if 
there is only six people. Look at that old 
comrade holding up the flag of our country.” 

Minute talks were made by Mr. Tanner, 
Gen, Alger, and Gen. Howard, and then a 
jremendous cheer went up for Gen. Sickles 
when that gentleman came out on the flat 
car. Gen. Sickles ‘was deeply moved and 
spoke as follows: ‘“‘ When I heard of the 
telegram that you sent that you would 
stretch the old flag across the track I said 
I would come out here if there were only 
six persons to see me. I do not think we 
have stop anywhere with more pleasure 
than here. I wish you well. We are ona 
mission of patriotism through the West. 
We are giad to meet you. Our hearts heat 
just as yours beat for your flag and country 
and all it holds dear. I expect to take back 
with me good news to the East when i go 
home from Illinois. I know it will cheer the 
hearts of my people when I tell them how I 
have been received .out here. I have no 
words to express my feeling. When my 
comrades met me at the train at Rockford 
this morning with at least 10,000 good men 
of Illinots of all parties, and we received that 
magnificent welcome there it moved us, of 
course, by its magnificence, but no more 
than our welcome here, because at this time 
where even only a few are met together the 
spirit of patriotism descends upon you like 
a dove with the olive branch of love and 
peace in its beak. God bless you.”’ 

Ten Thousand at Belvidere. 


History repeated itself at Belvidere, and 
a crowd of 10,000 people stood waiting for 
the train. The feature of the meeting, for 
there was always some point of interest 
developed at each stopping place, was the 
appearance of a large flag carried by the 
Belvidere ‘‘ Wide Awakes "’ In the cam 
of 1861. On one side was a portrait of Mr. 
Lincoln, and on the other were the words, 
* Presented by the ladies of Belvidere to 
the Wide Awakes.” It was in pretty good 
cohdition, considering it is now thirty-six 
years old, and was on the same staff orig- 
inully made for it. Corporal Tanner was 
about the first to get his eye on it and very 
felicittously called attention to the old ban- 
ner. The crowd caught the inspiration and 
cheered to the echo. It was handed up on 
the flat car and Capt. Tanner held it while 
he made a few remarks to the crowd, In 
the course of his remarks he said: 

* Fellow-Citizgens of Boone County: I am 
yee to be here today and to look into the 
aces of my friends at the old home of my 
old friend, that brave soldier and  dis-

The environ- 
ments were of a most enthusiastic nature, 
and it was no wonder the speakers, tired as 
they weré from incessart travel, really out- 
did themselves in their speeches. 


Work of Healey’s Gun Squad. 


It is true some of the party are pretty tired 
by this time, but the exceptions to the rule 
were in the young chaps composing Capt. 
Healey’s gun squad and the men who worked 
the mortar. Theartillerymen were in imme- 
diate charge of Sergt. who has not 
slept over an hour a night since the party 
left Chicago on Tuesday. These men, though 
young in years, are experienced gunners, 
and they have worked incessantly day and 
night. They fired 600 bombs and 1,500 
blank cartri , made up of a pound and 
a half of powder each, which makes~2,250 
pounds of powder used in the brass Napoleon 
alone. They arded this night a day. 
and worked their pieces so that not a soul 
was injured and there was no destruction of 
property. These young men a word 
of commendation and praise for their inces- 
sant efforts to make the trip successful. 


Generals in the party, who fairly appreciated 
their efforts. 

Belvidere’s meeting was a nd success 
in every way, and the people living in Boone 
County said, in point of numbers, it beat 
anything that they had ever seen before. 

Stops were. made at Marengo and Huntley, 
where crowds were in attendance waiting 
for the train. Despite th2 fact the rain was 
falling quite briskly. people stood out in the 
storm where they could hear the speakers 
and see the old veterans of the war. As the 
train was jogging along towards Elgin Gen. 
Alger said: * Out of 150 meetings we have 
held there has not been: a single instance 
where the old soldiers have failed to turn out 
to greet us, bringing their colors.”’ 


Elgin’s Big Turnout. 


But it remained for Elgin to “ take the 
cake.’’ The sun had come out and the rain 
had ceased to fall. The skies were clear 
with that indescribable air suggestive of 
Indian summer. Over in West Elgin in an 
amphitheater, it would seem nature had pro- 
vided for the purpose, was gathered together 
a vast multitude of people, more than the 
party had seen at any one time since: it 
came into Illincis. The meeting in Fair- 
field was undoubtedly larger in point of num- 
bers, but about half of it didn’t come to the 
train, because there wasn’t room. To the 
right of the train at go were the hills run- 
ning back something like a half section of 
the old Coliseum at Rome, and on these the 
people had gathered in great numbers. The 
trees were decorated with national colurs 
and the greatest profusion of bunting was 
shown. There were mottoes innumerable, 
suggestive of the occasion, patfiotic in their 
nature, and calculated to awake enthusiasm 
in every heart. It really seemed as if all df 
Kane County had turned out in honor ofthe 
day., While many of the mottoes were gen- 
eral in their nature, several huge flags were 

‘shown, displaying magnificent portraltts of 
Tanner. No.man could compute the size of 
the crowd, because there was nothing by 
which to gauge it. It was an immense 
gathering, away up in the thousands, prob- 
ably running as high as 20,000 to 30,000. 
The people were banked up on the terraces 
way back from the cars and crowded so 
closely to the train that it was impossible to 
wedge through. 

Capt. L. .M. Kelly and a party of old sol- 
diers greeted Gen. Alger as the traifi rolled 

} into the station. .The apaaxing began almost 

immediately. Lem Wiley blew the assembly 
to order with his bugle and Capt. Tanner in 
well chosen words opened up the meeting. 
Gen. Alger in a happy way thanked the old 
soldiers in particular for their attendance, 
and was cheered to the echo. The Genera! 
is well known ‘in Illinois and has a warm 
place in the soldiers’ hearts. While Gen . 
Alger was speaking Gen. Dan Sickles came 
outontheflatcar.

Amid the cheers of the multitude the Gen- 
eral began his speech by criticising Chaun- 
cey M. Depew’s remarks at Galesburg, con- 
cerning the observance of Memorial day. 


Winding Up the Trip. 


The General did not forget to make an tun- 
complimentary reference to Gov. Altgeld, 
and begged his auditors for the glory of 
the State that held the ashes of the lamented 
Lincoln to defeat Altgeld on election day and 
put into office that gallant private soldier— 
John R. Tanner. Elgin made a great deal of 
Gen. Sickles, but it did not neglect to'shower 
compliments on all the other members of this 
distinguished party. .Gen. Howard was 
cheered, as he always is, and so was Cor- 
= Tanner, who was in specially fine form 
today. 

The meeting was brought to a close by 
Gen. Stewart of Pennsylvania, who is a 
wonder. When all the other speakers feel 
tired and worn out, Stewart looms up as 
fresh as the typical daisy. Of elegant per- 
sonal appearance and commanding figure, 
with a resonant and pleasing voice that can 
be heard by thousands, and an unexcelicd 
command of language, he can hold an audi- 
ence as long as he wants it. Gen. Alger 
showed rare discrimination in the selection 
of the men who make up this contingent. It 
possesses all the elements requisite for such 
occasions, 

The last stop was made at Wheaton, and 
the space around the station was 
blocked with people. All the _  dis- 
tinguished members of the party partici- 
pated in the exercises, which was opened by 
Corporal Tanner With an exceedingly happy 
speech. Midst the cheering of the multi- 
tudes the train sped on towards Chicago, 
and the trip so far as this State is concerned 
is at an end. In the course of his remarks 
Gen. Alger said at Wheaton: “ I wish to con-

DEBS SPEAKS IN SOUTH CHICAGO. 
Has Hard Words for Injunctions and 
the Judiciary. 

Eugene V. Debs made a two hours’ speech 
to a packed house in the Calumet Theater 
‘at South Chicago last night, and then talked 
for an hour to an overflow meeting from 
the balcony of the South Chicago Hotel. 

The meeting had been arranged by the 
local members of the American Railway 
Union in the interest of Bryan and Altgeld. 
Vice-President Hogan and Secretary Kel- 
leher of the A. R. U. took turns in. holding 
the overfiow ¢rowd until the chief speaker 
put in an appearance. 

The owner of the theater said there were 
about 1,600 people in the place. Every inch 
of standing room was occupied, and the 
stage was packed full behind the wings. 
There were five or six hundred people in the 
overflow meeting. 

Debs was boisterously, welcomed when he 
stepped forward on the platform. His au- 
diénce was in hearty sympathy with him 
from start to finish. Whenever he referred 
to his imprisonment, which he did half a 
dozen times during the evening, he was sure 
to call out laughter and applause, and every 
mention of the judiciary called forth groans 
and hisses. 

“The hstory of the Pullman strike,” said 
Debs, “is familiar to you all. You know 
as well as I do that there was a conspiracy 


-on the part of the combine to bring about~ 


a riot. In order to crush us it was neces- 
sary to have an injunction issued. To issue 
an injunction it was necessary to have a 
fire, and they did not hesitate to apply the 
torch. You notice that no Pullman cars 
were burned. Why? Because they were too 
expensive. But if we had wanted to burn 
anything we could have found all the Pull- 
mans we needed for fuel. 

*“*When the flames began to rise,” con- 
tinued Debs, “the injunction was issuec. 
and I went to jail for six months. But. what 
is an injunction? Merely the will of a Fed- 
eral Judge. It is issued to restrain a man 
from something he never intended to do. 
Next day he is arrested, brought before the 
same Judge, by him declared guilty of dis- 
beying the injunction, and sent to jail. 

“To an upright Judge like Caldwell,’’ 
said Debs, *‘I take off my hat. For him I 
have the greatest respect.. [Cheers.] But 
for a Judge like Woods or Jenkins I have no 
respect at all, and if this be contempt of 
their court they are privileged to make the 
most of it.” 

“Tt was Lyman Trumbull who said it 
looked as if any Federal Judge might now 
imprison any citizen at will,”” said Debs, 
‘“‘and no one will say that Judge Trumbull 
was a ‘wild-eyed Anarchist.’ I deny that 
we. are against law and order. Wecnly want 
that the law shall be administered on the 
lines of justice.’’ 

Debs declared that thg@ Supreme Court of 
eer United States was av iemaer a respected 

y. 

“The money power has get there. They 
associate only with the rich and with the at- 
torneys of the combine. I hope to see the 
day when the Justices of the Supreme Court 
will be elected by the people.”’ [Long and 
loud cheering. ] 

“There were a Wendell Phillips.and a 
William Lloyd Garrison,’ said the speaker, 
in conclusion, *“‘“who were not afra'd to 
place humanity above all else, and there are 
today a William J. Bryan and a John P. 
Altgeld who are not afraid to champion the 
same kind of a cause until it is cr-ished out, 
as it only can be, by the injunction or the 
bayonet.” 

TELL OF CONVERSION TO SILVER. 
Michael Brennan and Frank Wenter 
Talk of Their Political Faiths. 
Chairman Jones issued a bulletin yester- 
day which gave the names of Michael Bren- 


‘nan, formerly Superintendent of Police, and 


Frank Wenter, formerly President of the 
Drainage Board, as recent converts to the 
free silver cause. To these was added the 
name of Benezette Williams, formerly en- 
gineer of the Drainage Board. The bulletin 
said Mr. Williams had induced the 186 
voters-in Western Springs to join silver 
clubs 

Mr. Brennan said last night concerning 
his recent decision to vote for silver: 

“Three months ago I did not think as I 
now do, but lately I have been studying the 
money question closely and listening to 
arguments of both the gold and silver ad- 
vocates, and so have resolved to vote for 
Bryan, believing a change in the currency 
system would benefit the country. 

*‘I have not taken an active part in the 
campaign and do not intend to do so now, 
but I shall cast my one vote, which is one 
in the total, for the Bryan ticket, holding it 
represents the doctrines of the party.

My Friends: When government is proper- 
ly administered there will be no railroad 
wreckers to make themselves rich by bank- 
rupting those who put trust in them; when 
government is properly administered there 
will be no representatives of a coal trust 
sitting by every fireside to exact tribute from 
those who desire to be protected from the 
cold of winter; when government is properly 
administered there will be no syndicate fat- 
tening out of the government’s adversities 
after they have brought those adversities 
upon the government for their own benefit: 
when government is properly administered 
there will be no corporations which assume 
greater authority than the power which cre- 
ated them; when government is properly ad- 
ministered it will recognize those funda- 


mental principles set forth in the Declaration. 


of Independence: ‘All men are created 
equal; that they are endowed with inalien- 


» able rights; that governments are instituted 


to preserve these rights; and that govern- 
ments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed.’ When these four 
principles are applied, then government will 
be what it ought to be. 

“No man who understands society or the 
necessity of government will ever raise his 
hand against government. It is against the 
abuses of government, and we shall not be 
driven from our purpose to eradicate these 
abuses, although every man intrenched be- 
hind a special privilege shall heap abuse 
upon those who attempt to rob him. 

*““We have made the money question the 
paramount issue of this campaign, and yet 
our opponents are not satisfied to meet this 
question openly. They have never been 
satisfied to meet the money question. The 
advocates of the gold standard never fought 
an open fight in all their lives, and never 
will.”’ 

Scores the National Democrats. 

‘“‘1f you say the so-called National Demo- 
crats have declared that the gold standard 
is a good thing, if, my friends, you remind 
me that the so-called National Democratic 
party declared for the gold standard, I teil 


you that that is not a national party, because. 


no national party ever nominated one thing 
for the express purpose of electing another 
ticket. No national party was ever organ- 
ized as an adjunct of another party already 
in existence; no national party evor cxpect- 
ed to have its birthday and its death at the 
same time.. And, my friends, the best evi- 
dence that I am right in saying that the 
advocates of the gold standard never 
fougnt an open fight is found in the fact that 
the men who assembled at Indianapolis 
wrote a platform which was entirely differ- 
ent from the platform which the minority 
of the Democrats at.Chicago tried to secure 
the adoption of in the Chicago convention.

D., to this city Mr. Bryan at & 
o’clock made a speech to a number of early 
rising enthusiasts dressed in buffalo skin 
coats. At the baseball park in this city he 
made a speech to an imimense audience. He 


said in part: 

“Other questions can be settled at another 
time, but when a great party puts in its 
platform a plank which declares that a 
financial policy which the American people 
do not like shall be submitted to just so long 
as foreign nations Insist upon it, it raises an 
issue which must be settled at once. [Ap- 
plause.}] I call your attention to the fact 
that the Republican platform, for the first 
time in the history of that party, or In the 
history of ary party in this country, pro- 
poses to surrender the right to determine Its 
financial policy and place legislative con- 
trol over it in the hands of the American 
people. [Applause.] 

‘The gold standard, carried to its logical 
conclusion, means that all legal tender 
money except gold is to be abandoned, and 
that whenever you have a debt to pay you 
must go around and find gold, ho matter 
how hard it is for youtofindit. [Applause.] 
More than that, the financial policy of the 
Republican party not only contemplates gold 
as the only legal tender, but it contemplates 
bank notes as the only paper money. 

* You tell us that we will approach the 
standard of Mexico if we have freé coinage. 
There are other nations which have not free 
coinage. Take Turkey, for instance. WII] 
we approach tjie standard of Turkey if we 
maintain the gold standard?

Death of the Chicago Music Publisher 
and Brother of the War Soug 
Composer. 


E. Towner Root, head of the firm of E. T. 
Root & Co., music publishers in Wabash ave- 
nue, and a prominent citizen of Chicago for 
thirty-seven years, died yesterday morning 
at his home, No. 5200 Cornell avenue, at the 
age of 74 years. 

Mr. Root was born in Sheffield, Mass., Aug. 
5, 1822, He was married in New York City

in 1855 to Miss Almira Kimball, and, prior to 
1859, was in the music publishing business 
in that city.

This is the judgment 
of the lawyers, of the police, and of the 
United States Embassy. No action in the 
case will be taken until Tuesday, when Mr. 
and Mrs. Castile will be brought up in the 
Marlborough Street Police Court. Efforts 
to obtain bail have been abandoned, every 
step to this end having already been taken, 
but unavailingly. : 

“ You may say,” said Mr, Castle’s lawyers 
to me today, “that we have every confi- 
dence that we shall not only secure the re- 
lease of Mr. Castle on Tuesday, but also at- 
tain the same end in Mrs. Castle’s case when 
her mental condition is fully placed before 
the court.” 

This confirms thé information I cabled yes- 
terday that the defense will be menta) ab- 
erration,. taking the form of kleptomania, 
‘ard that Mr. Castle will probably be ac- 
quitted as having had no criminal knowl- 
edge of his wife’s condition and acts. 

The Magistrate before whom the case will 
come, Mr. Sheil, will have the usual large op- 
tion in dealing with the. case as a first of- 
fense, and were the thefts. only trivial, he 
could even dismiss the whole matter by al- 
lowing the prisoner to go without bail, but 
without a clear character, warning him or 
her that upon a second offense, the first 
offense would be taken up again and pun- 
ishment meted out.

Ransom, who cables from the City of Mex- 
ico that Mrs. Castle is a North Carolina 
lady of high social standing and reputation, 
and asks the embassy to do all in its power 
to assist her.

taken to assist Mr. and Mrs. 
Secretary Roosevelt had another inter- 
view with the Home Office on the subject 
this. morning.

He is said to 
hold strongly to the opinion that the higher 
the standing of the criminal the greater the 
crime, and that for an educated person to 
steal or commit any other crime is much 
worse than for an,uneducated person to do 
so, and he metes out punishment on this 
basis. 

Some time since three young army officers 
were brought before him for interfcring 
with the police.

Do Not Want Case Compromised. 


Late this evening your reporter made a 
further investigation respecting the names 
of the other firms frem which it is alleged 
that goods had been stolen by Mrs. Castle, 
but the London police positively refused to 
make any disclosures. 

The reporter, however, had a long inter- 
view with one of the chief inspectors, in the 
course of which he said that the sole objeet 
of this extraordinary secrecy was to prevent 
the possibility of friends of the accused com- 
promising the case before it has been in- 
vestigated by the magistrate. 

When the reporter asked him whether any 
attempt had been made to induce trades- 
men who have already given evidence to 
withdraw from the prosecution, he promptly 
answered: ‘*‘ Not to my knowledge.’’ . But 
he pointed out that other cases, although 
not on precisely the same lines as those 
which have been already. brought before the 
court, could be more easily hushed up than 
could those which have been partially in- 
vestigated. 

Up to the present time no compiaints of 
continental robberies have been received in 
London, and the police have made no inves- 
tigations into the case from this point of 


view. 
CZAR SPENDS A DAY AT DARMSTADT. 


Imperial Party Visits the Czarina’s 
Brother, Grand Duke Ernest. 

Darmstadt, Oct. 10.—The imperial Russian 
train, with the Czar and Czarina and their 
immediate suite, arrived here at 9 o'clock 
this morning. Their Majesties were met 
by the ducal family of Hesse, headed by 
Grand Duke Ernest of Hesse, brother of the 
Czarina. The imperial couple was driven to 
the new. palace, amid great enthusiasm 
through the gayly decorated streets, 

When their Majesties reached the French 
frontier station of Pagny-sur-Moselle the 
Prefect of the department was present to 
do homage to the Russian travelers upon 
the part of French Lorraine and Nancy, 
where, the Prefect recalled, took place the 
memorable interview between the late Presi- 
dent Carnot and the Grand Duke Constan- 
tine. 

The railroad station of Pagny-sur-Moselle 
was brilliantly illuminated and decorated 
with French and Russian flags. Crossing 
into German territory a couple of German 
engines were attached to the imperial train 
and the journey to Darmstadt was resumed. 

The Czar looked somewhat fatigued on his 
arrival here, but he was in good spirits and 
apparently pleased with his visit to France. 
The Czarina was as smilingly happy as 
ever, and received the greetings of her rela- 
tives. with tears.

“In other words, the rule of contiguity is 
involved in justification of the recently en- 
larged British claim to unoccupied territory 
in the remote interior of Gulana. But under 
this rule Spain, as the original discoverer 
and occupant of the country, was the legiti- 
mate owner of the interior. Consequently, 
what was not [op bpmccignsnd occupied by the 
Dutch prior to 1648 remained a Spanish pos- 
session, and legitimately descended to Vene- 
zuela in 1810. It has been many times point- 
ed out the cession of 1648 limited to actual 
Dutch settlements or ‘ establishments.’ It 
did not include a foot of unoccupied terri- 
tory. That remained a Spanish possession. 
Therefore Holland, through whom Great 
Britain derived tifie, could lay no valid 
claim to such territory;'and, having no valid 
claim of her own, she could have conveyed 
none to England by the treaty of 1814." 

Mr. Scruggs works out this idea extensive- 
ly and minutely. He refers to extracts of 
state papers, on which the claim of the 
oe pe blue book is based, and says, in con- 
clusion: 3 


Physical Features Against Dutch. 

‘* Moreovér, the physica! features and char- 
acter of the country itself are not such as 
would have enabled the Dutch settlers on 
the coast and river tributaries to control it, 
nor did they, in fact, ever control it. The

“The natural approaches to this great in- 
terior basin were not, therefore, through 
these narrow and precipitous mountain 
gorges, but from the Orinoco side, over. the 
more gradual and gentle slopes of the great 
savannas. 

“It was from this side the Spaniards 
penetrated the great Cuyunj-Mazarup! basin, 
apes it early in the sixteenth century, 
subsequently planted settlements and estab- 
lished missions and cattle ranches there, 
held it against all second comers, prevented 
hostile aggression from the Essequibo side, 
and, in short, effectually controlled it for 
mote than two centuries. . 

** Even ‘the celebrated remonstrance’ of 
1769, made by the States-general upon the 
ex parte (and generally inaccurate) repre- 
sentation of Vans Gravesend, which is now 
introduced as evidence in support of the 
British claim, conceded to Spain the terri- 
tory in which ‘the new missionary settle- 
ments’ and their adjacent. cattle ranches 
were situated; that is, all territory above 
the new Dutch outpost at Caramacura, 
which was broken up and destroyed by the 
Spaniards in 1758. 


Admissions in the Extracts. 


*“ And it is furthermore admitted, even in 
the extracts from the same remonstrance, 
that the Spaniards had ‘ made themselves 
masters’ of the new trading post of the 
Dutch West Indian company, near the 
mouth of the Morocco. 

‘‘ Again, on a 4 and 26 of the supple- 
mental blue book, we have the assertion 
that ‘for 200 years prior to 1796 the Dutch 
had the effective command of the coast as 
far as the Orinoco.’ But 200 years prior to. 
1769 takes us back to the date of Sir Walter. 
Raleigh's first expedition, before the Dutch 
had yet visited the country; and yet Raleigh 
then found the Spaniards in full possession, 
as has already been nted out. 

“Capt. Keymis, who visited the country 
twenty years later, found the Spaniards 
established in the Essequibo and in full pos- 
session of the coast at the mouth of the 
Orinoco, and of the interior Cuyuni bagin. 
Indeed, it is an incontroversible historieal 
fact that the Dutch made no attempt to 
establish settlements on the coast or else- 
where in Guiana until after — first

* With respect to the Cuyunt basin prior to 
1750 not a Dutchman had been seen in it:

“But even these ‘ extracts,’ so arranged 
as to materially modify, if not entirely 
change, the manifest meaning of the writer, 
fail utterly to support this monstrous 4s- 
sumption. The certified copies of the orig- 
inal dociments now lbefore the Boundary 
Commission, when carefully read as a whole, 
and especially when studied in connection 
with the contemporaneous maps and pa- 
pers produced, prove just the contrary. 

“They ‘establish conclusively that the 
farthest Dutch settlement was hear the 
junction of the Mazaruni with the Cuyunl, 
something less than a dozen miles from the 
right bank of the Essequibo; that the coun- 
try intervening between that settlement and 
the Spanish mission towns and villages be- 
ing, for the most part, a wilderness inhabit- 
ed by wild Indians or by runaway negroes 
(slaves): that the Spaniards had never re- 
linquished their claim to this intervening 
territory, and were even then considering 
measures for peopling it with emigrants 
from Spain’and from the new Kingdom of 
Santa Fé, and that the proposed military 
fortification or station at the mouth of the 
Curoals was not only to protect the mission 
settlements and their cattle ranches against

Soon, however, the people were aroused, 
and then began a wild flight and pursuit, 
continued for two days, over two States, 
which finally ended in the death of one of 
the robbers and the capture of the other. 
Unfortunately a brave life had to be sac- 
rificed before this was accomplished. 

The desperadoes were easily identified. 
The woman who saw the whole occurrence 
was able to give a good description of them, 
and some of the Inhabitants had seen and 
noticed them as they entered the town. 
They were dressed in bicycle clothes, with 
knickerbockers and golf caps, and were eas- 
ily recognized as two bicycle riders who had 
entered in a number of county fairs through 
Northern Iowa during the last few weeks. 
The names they raced under were J. D. Sair 
and Frank Pratt. These may not be their 
real names, but are the ones they are known 
under around thé scene of theircrime. ~- 

It took some little time to organize a pur- 
suing posse, and the robebrs had about fifty 
miles’ start before it really got into action. 
But the chase, once begun, was an eager 
one. The fire bells brought all citizens to 
the public square, and every man who had a 
good: horse and could handle a gun was 
pressed into service. 

Then a wild chase began. Fifty well- 
mounted men took up the trail and fol- 
lowed it with all the speed horses and men 
could make. The roads were more favorable 
for the horsemen than the bicycles, being 
somewhat muddy, although not heavy, but 
the robbers had too great a start, and it 
soon was evident the Sherburne pursuers 
never could hope to catch up with the men 
they sought. © 

The Whole Country Aroused. 

But in the meantime the whole country had 
been aroused. Telegraphic messages sent 
the news broadcast over the counties of 
Northern lowa, and it was passed along by 
word of mouth. The entire country was 
aroused. From every little town a posse of 
mounted and armed men went out to guard 
the roads and intercept all who might pass 
by. Every bicycle rider had to give a good 
account of himself, and those who could not 
were held until they could be identified. All 
Northern Iowa was ablaze, and armed horse- 
men patrolled the roads and scoured the 
woods. ‘ 

Wednesday afternoon and all Thursday 
and Thursday night this man hunt was kept 
up without result. Several men were ar- 
rested, but they were not the right ones, and 
the pursuers began to fear the robbers might 
have escaped after all. Friday, however, 
Pratt was found in the home of Ole Munson 


Marshal Gallion of Bancroft entered the 
house and Sair opened fire at once, killing 
the Marshal instantly.

CLERK IS A PRISONER FOR TWO HOURS | FORT SHERIDAN TORN UP. 


FIFTEENTH INFANTRY PREPARING 
FOR ITS EXODUS. 

' 

Col. Croftom Issues Orders for the 
Transfer te New Mexico and Ari- 
zona—Officers Residences Disman- 
tled and Front Porches Piled High 
with Househdld Goods—Actual De- 
parture Will Be Made om Next 
Thursday. 


There is nothing in the peaceful surround- 
ings of Fort Sheridan or the solid and com- 
fortable quarters of the officers and men to 
remind one of service on the frontier, but 
just at this time the officers are living ina 
more primitive way than they have had to 
do for many years. From Col. Crofton and 
Col. Powell down to the lowest non-commis- 

sioned officer there is hardly one whose 
household is not all torn up with prepara- 
tions for the coming removal to New Mexico 


and Arizona. 

On the front porches of many of the offi- 
cers’ homes in the three “ loops’’ may be 
seen rolls of carpets, rugs, and bedding 
waiting for the Quartermaster-Lieutenant, 
William N. Blow, to have them hauled off to 
the store-rooms. Within may be found bar- 
rels of glassware and household utensils, 
and furniture boxed up or packed in burlap 
and excelsior. The officers and their fam- 
ilies are sitting around on camp-stools and 
sleeping on folding cots or mattresees spread 
on the floor. The walls have been stripped 
of pictures, and the windows are innocent of 
curtains. 

Worse than all that, stoves and dishes and 
cooking utensils have to be packed, too, and 
one cannot wait until the last day to pack, 
when cublo feet in a freight car are meas- 
ured by dollafs, and the trade in canned 
goods at the grocery in the neighboring 
towns has assumed astonishing dimensions 
since active preparations for moving were 
begun early last week. 

All this those most actively concerned take 
in a joking way and eay it is nothing more 
than a soldier has to expect. It is something, 
however, the officers of the Fifteenth havo 
ot gee atari ie since Fort Sheridan was 


Discomforts of Moving. 


The storeroom is piled high with house- 
hold goods, labeled in big letters “ Powell.” 
etc. They are being rapidly collected by the 
Quartermaster for shipment in the same 
train that will bear away the brass buttons 
on next Thursday. Some of the officers 
have clubbed together and chartered cars. 
and perhaps half of the eighteen families 
of the officers’ row will ship privately in this 
way. The government allowance for freight 
inaremoval is small compared to the amount 
of plunder most of the officers collect in a 
residence of several years. The removal will 
cost the married men, it is said, nearly $200 
on an average this time. 

In addition to the eighteen commissioned 
officers’ families there are twenty-four or 
twenty-five married non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates. That is, there is this 
number officially. To be recognized as a 
married man and to secure quarters for 
one’s family the non-commissioned man 
and private must secure the permission of 
the Adjutant-General through his Colonel 
to marry, and this permission is rarely 
granted unless the applicant has meays in 
addition to his meager pay. 

However, it is well known there are many 
more who Rave married without making 
any fuss about it. It is just as easy fora 
soldier to slip across the line into Wisconsin 
with his sweetheart as fora civilian. Some- 
times privates manage to takes their wives 
with them, but they receive no assistance 
or encouragement from thé government, 
which is supposed to be ignorant that they 
have wives. 


Col. Crofton Iasues the Order. 


Col. R. E. A. Crofton, commanding, gave 
the order to prepare for removing yester- 
day. The railway arrangements are in the 
hands of Quartermaster Blow. The Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé railway will leave 
a’ number of freight cars on the sidetrack 
heside the store-room on the evening of the 
13th and the passenger coaches, including 
Pullbnan cars for the vfficers, will be brought 
to the scene on Wednesday afternoon, The 
regiment will move in two or more sections.

The trains will move 
some time during the forenoon of Thurs- 
day. The Fourth is expected on Thursday 
evening or Friday morning. 

The route will be by way of Kansas City 
to Deming, N. M., where the Fort Bayard 
contingent will leave for Hall’s Station, 
which is within two miles of the fort. 

The officers are now saying the move 
gives them unbounded pleasure, as the alti- 
tude of Fort Bayard its over 6,000 feet. The 
reservation contains 8,810 acres. The build- 
ings are for the most part of adobe and are 
said to be comfortable and spacious. They 
‘contain twenty officers’ quarters.

CHICAGO PACKERS CHIBF SUFFERERS. 


Germany’s Order to Inspect American 
Canned Meats Virtually Means 
Exclusion from That Market. 


A good deal of anxiety is felt among Chi- 
cago packing firms in consequence of the 
German executive order subjecting canned 
meats from the United States to inspection 
in Germany. As the inspection is under- 
stood to involve the opening of each can, 
and as the opening of the can and the ad- 
mission of the air ruins the meat, the order 
is equivalent to excluding American canned 
meats from the German market, The firms 
ig Chicago affected by the order are Armour 
& Co., Nelson Morris, John Cudahy, and 
Libby, McNeill & Libby. 

P. D. Armour said yesterday the order was 
in line with the policy of Germany from the 
beginning, and did not surprise him much, 
It was, he said, a mere subterfuge, as the 
meat shipped was all of prime quality, and 
the only object there could be in inspecting 
it was to spoil it, and drive it out of the 
market. 


Neili & Libby said the the Chicago packers 
would be the chief sufferers from the order. 
He had beene cting for a long time to hear 
of such an order. It means that Germany 
dreads the competition of our meats. The 
effect of it will be, of course, to destroy the 
meat trade betwéen the countries. 
“German slaughterers,” he said, “ have 
always found the American packers their 
sharpest competitors, and have from the 
beginning. dofie everything they could to 
handicap them. They first tried a protective 
tariff, but the American goods paid the tariff 
and still underso!d the German product. 
This is why it is now deemed necessary to 
subject the méats to inspection in order to 
keep them out of the German market.”

Birthday of Father Mathew, the 
Apostie of Temperance, Is Ccele- 
brated Uy Similar Programs Ren- 
dered in, Association an@ Willard 
Halls—Various Religious Denomi- 
mations Are Represented—World- 
Famed Workers on King Alcohol. 


Temperance day in Chicago fell on yester- 
y. 


Two years ago, on Oct. 10, the birthday of 
Father Mathew, the apostle of temperance, 
all the temperance organizations in the city 
united in a temperance: demonstration, and 
agreed to hold a union demonstration every 
year thereafter on that day. Last night the 
third celebration of the day was observed. 

The occasion was seriously handicapped 
by the prevailing political excitement. The 
Auditorium, in which the previous celebra- 
tions were held, and which they completely 
filled, was otherwise engaged, and therefore 
the exercises were held this year in Associa- 
tion Hall and Willard Hall, the programs be- 
ing identical, except In the order of speakers. 
Both halls were comfortably filled, and by 
both audiences the utmost interest and en- 
thusiasm were manifested. 

Some of the organizations marched to the 
halis from a rendezvous at Chicago avenue 
and Wells street. These were the drum and 
fife corps, Total Abstinence Society, and Ca- 
dets of the Church of the Annunciation: the 
Holy Name Cadets, the St. Anne’s Cadets, 
and various lodges of Good Templars, mak- 
ing 400 persons in the column. . Other organ- 
izations marched or rode in a body from 


Association Hall Meeting. 

The meeting at Association Hall was. pre- 
sided over by the Rev. Duncan C. Milnes, 
who Introduced as the first speaker T. M. 
Conpropst, Past Worthy Patriarch of the 
Sons of Temperance of Illinois. 

Mr. Conpropst sketched the rise of the Sons 
of Temperance. In 1838 Father Mathew 
began his celebrated,crusade, and in five 
days secured 70,000 signatures to his total 
abstinence pledge. In 1840 the movement 
flamed up in Baltimore and led to the Wash- 
ingtonian movement. Some of the converts 
went back to their cups, but sixteen of those 
who were steadfast, including Isaac W. 
Oliver, determined that something more was 
necessary to save those who were rescued 
from backsliding again. They organized the 


This organization, he said, had relied ex- 
clusively on moral suasion to rescue the 
world from the curse of rum, But he now 
felt that the time had come to try legisla- 
tion. When Palmerston was appealed to for 
a day of fasting and prayer on account of 
the ravages of the cholera he said he could 
not do it until the streets of London had been 
cured. So with reference to the liquor evil; 
we should not appeal to heaven until we had 
made the traffic unlawful. He condemned 
the license system, and pronounced the dol- 
lar received by the City of Chicago for a, 
liquor license the ‘“‘ cheapest and dirtiest 
dollar”’ any one ever handled. He called 
upon temperance people to sweep from 
power every party that struck from its plat~ 
form Frances E. Willard’s motto: ‘* The 
saloon must go.”’ 

Supreme Templar of the World. 

The next speaker wastDr. D. H. Mann of 
Prooklyn, the Supreme Templar of the Good 
Templars of the world. Dr. Mann gave a 
brief sketch of his organization, saying it

kneeling in the filth of the saloon to beg for 
political support. If the republic was, to 
live, the saloon must die; and if the saloon 
was to live, the republic’must die. He be- 
lieved though the liquor evil, like slavery, 
was to be wiped out in an instant, and that 
the time when that would be done was near 
at hand.: He told the story of Abraham Lin- 
coln, in his early manhood; listening to a 
preacher who said slavery. would be ex- 
tirpated at a blow, and that the man might 
be in the congregation who was to deal the 
blow. 

The next speaker was Mrs. Leonora M. 
lake of St. Louis, the Third Vice-President 
of the National Catholic Total Abstinence 
T’nion of America: Mrs. Lake dwelt upon 
the necessity of religion to confirm temper- 
ance principles. Unless the reformed man 
believed In a future existence dependent on 
the present life, he could hardly be stead- 
fast. The inculcation of this idea was the 


Value ‘of Home Inflaence. 


She also laid great stress on home in- 
fluences. What she desired above all things 
was temperance homes; and temperance 
fathers and mothers who would train their 
offspring in a feeling of horror for the saloon. 
She complimented the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, but said that while the 
organization might not boast the same nu- 
merical strength, it was doing an invaluable 
work. Wherever a Catholic woman was 
devoted to temperance it meant that she 
carried her husband and sons withher. The 
Catholic Union had only 80,000 members, 
but that meant 80,000 homes from which the 
curse of rum had been absolutely expelled. 

Mrs. Lake said the times were full of dan- 
ger, but that nothing cheered her more for 
the future than to see that in a great city like 
Chicago, in the midst of a political revolu- 
tion, and on the heels of such an excitement 
as that of Friday, the enemies of the rum 
power could furnish such a splendid demon- 
stration. ‘ 

The Chairman then introduced Mrs. 
Louise 8S. Rounds, President of the Illinois 
State Women’s Christian Temperance Union. 
Mrs. Rounds told of a woman who rushed 
into her office one day, covered with kero- 
sene from head to foot, and said her drunken 
husband had poured it over her, and then 
tried to set her on fire. She denied that 
woman had had any part in theliquor evil 
or the license evil. 


Woman’s Appeal to Men. 


She appealed to men to say how long they 
would support such a crime against humani- 
ty. She was rejoiced to see Christians of 
every name and creed uniting in a demon- 
stration of that kind, and concluded that a 
brilliant victory for the cause was near at 
hand. 

The last speaker was Thomas E. Barry, 
who: spoke briefly of the rapid progress 
the cause of temperance had made since 
F'ather Matthew’s day. 

The exercises at both halls were enlivened 
with musical programs, including quartets; 
mandolin and plano pieces, and solos. The 
speakers and their addresses were warmly 
received and. applauded throughout and 
great enthusiasm prevailed.

Judge Horton yesterday denied the motion 
of Jullus Mannow for leave to withdraw 
his plea of guilty to the charge of murdering 
Carey B. Birch and to have the sentence set 
aside by the court. Judge Horton in deny- 
ing the motion sharply criticised Attorney 
Thomas D. Knight, counsel for the defense, 
for the attitude the latter had taken in the 
case, Mr. Knight was not present owing to

Judge Horton, in referring to Mannow’ 
plea of guilty, said: gsc 
_ “It was not entered by the defendant until 
his trial had been continued for more than 
a week. At the time he entered the formal 
plea the evidence which had been introduced 
established his guilt beyond all doubt.” 

Judge Horton denied emphatically that the 
court ever held out any hope of leniency to 
new if the latter should enter a plea of 
guilty. ‘ 

He criticised Attorney Frank E. Bryant, 
who in his affidavit intimates that the court 
had an interview with Attorneys Forrest 
and Knight regarding the case. No such 
interview, the court declared, ever took 
place. Judge Horton disposed of Mannow’s 
affidavit by saying Mannow would make 
any affidavit the exigencies of his case seem 
rto demand. 

Judge Horton also emphatically denied 
that he at any time or place requested Mr. 
Knight to go to the defendants and get them 
or either of them to plead guilty. | 

Mannow was happy over the fact that Gov. 
Altgeld had granted him a reprieve for two 
weeks from next Friday. Heésaid: “It was 
just what I expected.” 

Defendant's counsel was given fifteen days 
in which to file a bill of exceptions, upon 
which the case a to the Supreme Court. 

In an interview with Mr. Knight he com- 
ments upon Judge Horton’s strictures upon 
his affidavit as follows: 

“The Judge evidetitly forgets that the 
statements made in my affidavits were al- 
most identically those made by me in open 
court on June 26, just before sentence was 
passed upon Mannow. Judge Horton in my 
absence today denies these statements and 
criticises my attitude in making them. If 
they are untrue, why did he not deny them 
on June 267 Why did he not then fine me 
for contempt of court? The newspaper ac- 
counts and the court records of the occur- 
rences of June 26 show that Judge Horton 
failed to deny these statements, and virtual- 
ly admitted their truthfulness, by declaring 
that in. a subsequent interview he had re- 
tracted them. How can a Judge retract 
what he has not said? I have no desire to 
keep alive a controversy of this kind witha 
Judge, but do not wish to be put in a false 
position in this matter.”

Spectators Are Treated to a Mixture of 
Football and Sparring—Play Is

Close and Exciting Thronghout, but 
Much Wrangling ‘Is Indulged In 
Over the Decisions of Referee and 


Umpire—Both Teams Shown to Be 
im Splendid Form. : 


Never was the need of officials absolutely 
without partisan interest in the game more 
emphatically shown than in the contest yes- 
terday afternoon between the Illinols 
Cycling club and the Chicago Athletic Asso- 
clation elevens, which resulted in no score 

Throughout the whole contest cries of 
“Robber,” “Steal the game,” and similar 
expressions echoed from one side of the 
gridiron to the other, and especially in the 
last half, when the partisans of the cyclists 


were particularly forcible in their denuncia- * 


tions of the work of the referee which took 
the ball from their team at a critica] moment, 
Their dissatisfaction had some ground, al- 
though it .was a hard question for an official 
to decide, the ball being in the possession 
seemingly of two men, both holding on to it 
for dear life. The referee decided the Ath- 
letics had the ball, which was then on the 
fifteen-yard line, and Illinois lost a chance 
to score, for Brown punted down the field 
and saved his team from defeat. 

In the first half a decision which seemed to 
favor the cyclists was made and the Athletic 
Association men were as loud in their com- 
plaints, and thus all through the struggle, 
which was a fierce one from start to finish, 
the sport was constantly marred by charges 
of partisanship. 

Feotball or Sparring. 

As far as the game itself was concerned, it 
Was equally good sport for the spectators 
as a football contest or as a sparring match. 
Hadden and Parker gave a fine exhibition of 
the latter science, which was enjoyed by all 
the spectators, and, as there was no one to 
give a decision as to points, it is left an open 
question. There seemed to be bad blood be- 
tween the two teams and there were numer- 
ous collisions between the players which 
would have made the game much better 
football had they been avoided. 

Seldom has been witnessed a flercer strug- 
gie on the Chicago Athletic Association field. 
Both teams played desperately to win, and 
during the first half honors were easy, with 
@ slight advantage for the C. A. A. team, 
but in the latter half the sturdy kickers of 
the cycling club had the best of it, keeping 
the ball in dangerous proximity to the goal 
of the opposing line, and twice surging up 
close -to it, a score being prevented by the 
hard work of the Athletics. 

The teams were evenly matched in weight, 
Richardson, center for the Illinois Cycling 
club team, outweighing Stewart, but in the 
other positions the average was nearly 
eyual. 

Interference Is Ragged. 

The interference was ragged on a whole, 

but at times both teams defended the run- 
ner in fine style. The athletics played to- 
gether better in the first half than the sec- 
ond, and the cyclists did not succeed in 
forming their interference quickly enough 
to be effective until the last half, when it 
baffied the opponents on several occasions. 
Center plays were employed on both sides 
more than end plays. 
_ Strategic tactics were used only once by 
each side. A fake kick was tried in the first 
half by the athletics. Brown sent the ball 
scurrying over the ground toward the side 
line, but it did not go far enough and went 
to Lilinois. There was some discussion over 
the decision of Referee Chisholm on this 
point, but he was clearly right, the rule in 
the case specifying that the ball shall go 
beyond the line of scrimmage. In this case 
it did not. 

Illinois tried a criss-cross in the second 
half, which was one of the most skillfully 
executed plays of its kind ever seen. Quar- 
ter Back Smith snapped the ball to Mac- 
Neven, who ‘started around the end and 
passed the ball to Diener cleverly, who ran 
around left end for fifteen yards, four of ths 
athletics pursuing MacNeven, who carricd 
out the deception adroitly by running so low 
~ runner behind him could not see the decep- 
tion. 

Schuettler, left guard for the cyclists, 
kicked off to McCormick, who had taken his 
place in the line for the first time this sea- 
son. It was a poor kick, rolling along the 
ground, and McCormick fell on it. The 
athletics at once began a series of center 
plays, Brown being first sent behind the 
guards'’and tackles, but he went against an 
impenetrable barrier and failed to gain. Ben 
Thomas was then called and he managed to 
make his way through for a yard. Then 
Capt. Thompson made a trial at tackle and 
— for no gain, and the cyclists took the 

all. 

The wheelmen seemed a little chary of 
their opponents and skirmished to detect the 
most vulnerable point, and they tried at 
different points ih the line with as poor suc- 


cess as had the athletics and again the ball | 


went over. 

A little different mode of procedure was 
tried this time by the C. A. A. men. First 
Graver, right half back, took the ball and 
got through the line for two yards, this play 
being followed by a rush by Brown through 
a hole made between right guard and tackle, 
which netted five yards. Then Coen was given 
the ball and sent around right end behind 
good interference and’ was downed after 
gaining fifteen yards. One more center play 
was tried after a criss-cross, which netted 
but two yards, and Brown carried the ball 
two yards. 

The center seemed to be weakening under 
the persistent hammering of the heavy line- 
men of the athletics and plays were directed 
successfully at tackle and end, first one side 
being tried and then the other. Hadden, 
Graver, Coen, and again Graver were sent 
through the openings made for them and 
had carried the ball twelve yards towards 
the cyclists’ goal and seemed likely to score, 
when Graver was tried again at left tackle 
and end, but the backs strengthened this 
position and no gain was made. 


Cries of “ Official Theft.” 


At this point occured one of the disagree- 
able features of the game. When the heap 
of men disentangied themselves, an Illinois 
player was hugging the ball, but it was 
claimed he had taken it from Graver, and a 
wrangle at once began. The referee gave 
the ball to Illinois and the Athletics were 
loud in their assertions of “ official theft,” 
and many of the spectators agreed with 
them. This was at the cyclists’ twenty-five 
yard line. Diener went around right. end 
for five yards, his interference forming slow- 
ly and being easily broken up. 

The next play was directed around left 
end, but resulted in a loss, and a kick was 
called for, but the ball was fumbleti and went 
up in the air above the heads of the players 
and was seized by Hadden, who gained five 
yards. Thomas went through between tackle 
and guard on his side and landed the ball two 
yards nearer the goal line. Brown went 
through the center ikea shot for three yards 
more. Capt. Thompson here received a slight 
injury which delayed the game for a few 
minutes, allowing both sides to get their 
wind. The ball was on the twenty-yard lino. 
Brown was again sent against the center, 
which seemed to be the most vulnerable 
point, and three yards mofe were gained 
toward a touchdown. 

Both halves were then sent at ends and 
tackles, with little gain, Hayner doing good 
work, and it became necessary to, kick or let 
the ball go over on downs, but the goal line 
was too close for that. 

False Kicks Resorted To. 


A fake kick was resorted to, Brown send- 
ing it at too small an angle to go by the 
scrimmage line, and it was captured near 
the side line, but, according to the ruling of 
the referee, which was clearly the proper 
one, it was given to the cyclists. There 
were yet four minutes to play, with the ball 
close to the fifteen yard line, where it had 
gone back and forth three times. Ea 

The wheelmen seemed to have decided on 
the tactics to pursue, and attacks were made 
in rapid succession on the center and guard 
and tackles. The quickness of the plays 
made them effective, and the ball was pushed 
steadily down the field, and was two yards 
from the center when time was called.

HEAVY TEAM FROM IOWA DEFEATED : 


 |N A BARD GAME. 


Chicage Able te Score but Once in TWO 
Thirty-Minute Halves—Nothing 1” 
the First, but in the Second by Des- 
perate Rushes Herschberser ™* 
Forced Over the Line and After- 
wards Kicks a Goal—Work of the 
Maroon Encouraging. 


University of Chicago football stock has 
risen 100 per cent in the estimation of those 
who saw the game yesterday afternoon be- 
tween Capt. Roby’s denizens of the Midway 
andthe giants who hall from the Hawkeye 
State. For an even hour of hard and brill- 
lant play the opposing teams struggled, with 
only one touchdown resulting. Herschber- 
ger was the man singled out by the fates and 
Chicago’s quarter back to carry the ball 
over the line seven minutes after the second 
half of play had begun. He kicked goal as 
a matter of course, and the score remained 
6 to 0 until final time was called. 

Nearly 2,000 people saw the game, and a 
large majority of these were surprised at the 
outcome. When the stalwart Iowans trot- 
ted out upon the field even some of Chicago’s 
most loyal sons trembled and whispered, 
“They won't do a thing to us."" But when 
the first half closed without a score for either 
side and the honors chiefly with the home 
team the timorous whispers gave way to 
enthusiastic rooting of the most improved 
college kind, and Capt. Roby and Ris men 
were cheered. 

Even the most sanguine of Chicago’s sup- 
porters predicted that Iowa would utterly 
demolish the center of ’varsity’s line, Stagg 
himself had only hoped to prevent the Iowans 
from gaining more than a yard or two.at 
a time through the center. But the critics 
were baffied by what they saw. Davis at 
center proved a stone wall which even Capt. 
lverson couldn't tear down, and Iowa’s gains 
by center plays were not in excess of what 
is to be expected in any game, however 
strong the center. Webb, at left guard, 
proved fully a match for his 225-pound op- 
ponent, and Burchard proved that his 230 
pounds is not all fat and that it is portable 
weight when occasion demands. It cannot 
be said that Chicago’s trio of center men 
had an easy thing with the men who con- 
fronted them or that they even accomplished 
much in aggressive play, but that they were 
able to hold the husky lowans at all was 
deemed glory enough by the ‘varsity rooters. 

Chicage Strong at Tackle. 

At tackle Chicago outplayed the visitors 
entirely. Stanton was no match for Ken- 
nedy and Roby “ ple yed horse” with Gard- 
ner, breaking through time after time to 
tackle the Iowa backs behind the line. One 
of the prettiest plays seen in the whole 
game, replete as it was with good ones, was 
when Roby late in the second half broke 
through the line and tackled Thomas for a 
five-yard loss just as he was starting on an 

nd run. : 

: Gardner, at right end and right half, did 
by far the best tackling of the game. He 
broke through the line repeatedly and 
seemed to be in all places at all times. At 
one stage of the game he tackled Meyers 
so hard and that player’s head struck the 
ground with such force that he was obliged 
to leave the game after, a plucky effort to 


ntinue, 
oTtiohets made his usual series of dashing 
end runs. To him goes the credit for Chi- 
eago’s longest run, one of twenty-five yarde 
around Iowa’s right end; In the latter part 
of the second half, however, he was ruled 
off for slugging. He and Holbrook had been 
exchanging pugilistic courtésies throughout 
the game, though the umpire failed to see it. 


But at this particular time he broke away - 


from established precedent and put Nichols 
out of the game. Holbrook was pushing 
Nichols with no apparent object in view, the 
play being some distance away from them. 
He had his arm under Nichols’ chin, and 
that player resented the compliment with a 
swinging blow on the colored, man’s neck. 
Hoagland put a stop to further hostilities by 
the exercise of his authority. 

Kennedy increased his fame as a running 
tackle by making several good gains around 
the end, and Clark, Johnson, and Leffingwell 
tackled and ran well. : 

Good Work of Herschberger. 


Herschberger worked perhaps harder than 
any man on the team, and at, times nearly 
gave out from exhaustion. He was sent into 
lowa’s center time after time, when a yard 
or two was needed, and seldom failed to make 
a gain. His punting was excellent, and he 
had entirely recovered from his tendency to 
fumble the ball. One of the best runs for 
his side was made by the nimble full back 
after half a dozen lowans had seemingly 
stopped him. He whirled himself out of the 
mass with. a jerky movement peculiar to 
himself, and made twenty yards before he 
was again brought down. 

Notwithstanding Chicago’s brilliant play- 
ing, there were glaring faults yet to be seen. 
Most of Iowa’s gains were between Chicago’s 
‘tackles and ends, more frequently the left 
than the right, which argues there is some- 
thing wrong with the defensive play at that 
point. Again, the interference was decid- 
edly ragged, and after a runner had passed 
the line he was generally compelied to pick 
his own way. Gardner and Clarke were the 
exceptions in this respect, for their blocking 
was at all times what it should be. 

Holbrook, the colored sprinter, who plays 
left half for the Iowans, easily carried off 
the honors for his side if not of the game. 
He hit the line hard, and when he got through 
was almost sure of a*good gain. He was 
played alternately with Méyers around the 
ends, and piled up many yards on his ground- 
gaining record. The longest run of the game 
belongs to the dusky @on of Iowa. He picked 
his favorite hole between right tackle and 
end, went through like a flash. Clarke and 
Herschberger both had a try at him after he 
got through, but he evaded them, and, with 
an open field, stepped off forty-seven yards 
before Nichols brought him to earth aftera 
long, hard chase. Other frequent gains, vary- 
ing from five to thirty-five yards, were cred- 
ited to the Ethiopian, and the work didn’t 
tire him a bit. : 

Hobbs, Maine, Meyers, oldren, and Stan- 
ton all did good work, and Walker proved 
himself a guard that can make gains with 
the oval. 

Iowa Takes. the Bali. 


Iowa kicked off first to Nichols at Chi- 
cago’s five-yard line, but by a series of ehort 
gains through the center, tackles, and round 
the end, the ball was quickly brought back 
to the center, where it went to lowa on a 
fumble. But the Iowans could do little and 
the ball soon went to Chicago on downs 
at their forty-yard line. Again the ’varsity 
rushers carried the oval to Iowa's eight- 
yard line, but the Hawkeyes took a brace 
and held Chicago for four downs. A long 
run of thirty yards by Holbrook and short 
gains through the line and round the ends 
brought the ball again to Chicago’s forty- 
yard line, where it wags lost on downs 
Punts, runs, and fumbles followed, the ball 
changing hands frequently untij it was on 
lowa’'s twenty-yard line in Chicago's hands 
Then the Chicago men began a bombard- 
ment which was terrific to see.

CHARGED WITH KEEPING A “FENCE.” 


Police Connect Pawnbroker Ruben-«~ 
stein and Louis Rader with Numer-~ 
ous Freight Car Robberies. 


Detectives Norton and Weber of the Cen- 
tral Poliege Station and W. F. Riley of the 
NorthweStern railroad have Louis Rader 
and M. Rubenstein under arrest at the Cen- 
tral Police Station, who, they say, have been 
acting as a *‘ fence” for Miller, Parker, and 
Nelson, self-confessed freight car thieves. 
The men have, they say, disposed of all the 
property stolen, amounting to $5,000 

The detectives visited the pawnshop of 
Rubenstein, No. 417 Clark street, yesterday 
and questioned the clerk, who said he was 
Louis Rubenstein, a son of the proprietor. 
Some cigars, which Detective Riley identi- 
fied as having been stolen from the Wiscon- 
gin Central railroad, were seen in the store 
and the clerk was arrested. 

When searched at the Central Station a 
rubber stamp, bearing the name, Louis 
Frader, was found onthe prisoner. This, the 
detectives concluded, looked suspicious. They 
went back to the pawnshop and found sev- 
eral hundred more cigars. While the detec- 
tives were ge the pawnshop the pro- 
prietor came in arrested, and taken to 
the Central Station and locked up. 

This urged the detectives to greater efforts 
and they now say the prisoners are inter- 
ested in a store at Lemont, to which has 
been shipped a large amount of goods. 
While the pawnshop was being searched 
several shirts were found, which were iden- 
tified as some of a lot of 150 stolen ffom one 
of the railroads. 

Of the $5,000 worth of property stolen the 
detectives claim to have $1,900 worth in 
their possession, all of which they say was 
recovered from Rubenstein or persons who 
had bought it of him in good faith.

PRESIDENT INSULL DENIES THE STORY 


He Emphatically Asserts Edward Hard- 
ing Was Not Driven to Resign 
by Reason of Politics.

President Samuel Ingull of the Chicago 
Edison company gave an emphatic denial 
yesterday to the statement in*an afternoon 
paper of the silver hue that an employé had 
been driven to resigning for refus.fAg to 
march in the sound money parade held on 
Chicago day. 

The man' was Edward Harding, who 
worked by the day for the company since 
Aug. 20, and petulantly informed his supe- 
rior on Oct. 3 of his resignation, because 
there was no work for him on that day. 

Harding then went to John C. Harding, 
Secretary of the Altgeld Labor Legion, and 
told him an attempt had been made to coerce 
him, but he declined to be intimidated, and 
resigned from his place, knowing, he com- 
piained, if he did not march with the suund 
mcney cohorts he would be discharged. 

Secretary Harding told the man’s tale to 
a reporter for the silver paper, which pub- 
lished it as an example of coercion, with- 
holding, however, the electrician’s name. 

Secretary Harding said yestenday he never 
heard ef the other man Harding till the day 
he filed his protest. Harding denicd the 
rumor that he was related to the other man. 

President Insull made the following state- 
ment concerning the incident: 

‘In the first place, the man Harding 
didn’t belong to our permanent force. He 
merely worked when we had extra work to 
do. He worked by the job. He.was a wire- 
man’s helper,' and was employed of h's own 
volition. Indeed, at the time he asked: for 
his pay he was out of a job, but had some- 
thing due him for work during that week. 

‘The coercion plea is foolish. The Chi- 
cago Edison company had nothing whatever 
to do with the parade. Its employés’ part

STRUGGLE FOR POSSESSION OF A BOY. 


Further Evidence in Habeas Corpus 
Case of Mrs. Ida Jelinski—Names : 
ef Foster Parents Revealed,

Judge Cheflain heard further evidence 
yesterday in the habeas corpus case of Mrs. 
Ida Jelinski against the Rev. George K. 
Hoover of the Children’s Home Society to 
nadbeed possession of her son, who was taken 
away from her ten years ago. The identity 
of ‘the foster parents of the boy, who live at 
Elwood, Ill., was disclosed at the beginning 
of yesterday’s proceedings. The attorney 
for the society stated to the court that their 
names are Isaac and Arzula Conare. 

Several witnesses from Elwood were ex- 
amined as to the moral standing of the 
Conares, after which Mr. Hoover took the 
witness stand. He produced an alleged 
agreement by which the mother gave the 
child to the society. Mr. Hoover said the 
agreement was in the handwriting of Mr. 
Van Arsdale, his predecessor, and was 
signed by Mrs. Jelinski. It was dated in 
1886. 

The attorneys for the petitioner made an 
effort to have the evidence as to the signa- 
ture, which is denied by Mrs. Jelinski, ruled 
out, but the court decided in favor of the 
respondent. Mr. Hoover admitted he had 
refused to allow the mother to see the boy, 
but had offered to aljow a third person to 
visit him and report to her how he was. 

Mrs. Conare told the court she came into 
possession of the boy nine years ago next 
December. The society originally gave him 
to her sister, Mrs. Bridge, at Elwood, and 
the latter sent him to her in South Dakota. 

Mrs. Conare said she had made a will 
leaving to the boy her property. The will 
was put in evidence. She said the namé of 
the boy is now Leander Harold Conare. The 
will, she said, was not made for use in the 


present lecal proceedings. 
At the conclusion of Mrs. Conare’s testi- 
mony the court adjourned the hearing to 


next Saturday.

Salisbury and Nicholas. 

Englishmen are still as much in the dark 
as ever as to what business, if any, Lord 
Salisbury transacted with the Czar at Bal- 
moral last week. Public sentiment is a.good 
deal attracted by the notion of an Anglo- 
Franco-Russian. arrangement, and certain 
signs of amelioration in the feeling of the 
Paris and St. Petersburg press toward En- 
gland are seized upon with avidity as war- 
ranting the belief that this is impending. 
Nothing has’ happened since the Balmoral 
meeting either to confirm or to disprove 
this idea, and meanwhile popular feeling is 
reverting to the earlier impulse to have 
Hngland keep her hands free to act in 
Turkey on her own initiative. This is what 
the English always prefer to do if they are 
quite sure the continental powers are divid- 
ed into hostile camps, and in proportion as 
Russia and France seem to be angering 
Germany and Austria by their demonstrative 
honeymoon, the British instinct to hold aloof 
and play in between these rival alliances 
revives its force. 


Rosebery’s Action a Mystery. 


To every poiitician of sense whom I know 
Lord Rosebery’s choice of an issue, and even 
more of a time, for a rupture with his party 
is quite inexplicable. Possibly there may be 
@ mystery behind it, but to the ordinary 
vision he seems to be more of a Tory than 
Lord Salisbury himself, and he resigns his 
titular leadership because the Liberals are 
saying what the Duke of Norfolk, the pres- 
ent Postmaster-General, does not hesitate 
to Say at a public meeting. His action gives 
to the baser sort of Tory papers a chance 
to insist that, the Radicals are using the 
Armenian business for partisan purposes, 
but this hardly matters, and really the same 
thing may be said of Lord Rosebery himself. 

From the day when Lord Rosebery was 
foisted by an underhanded intrigue upon his 
party these dispatches have maintained his 
unfitness for the position of leader, and fora 
year at least even those who helped him to 
rise have admitted their error. His retire- 
ment is of interest as saving the Liberal 
party from the embarrassment of throwing 
him out, but just now there is-so little left of 
the Liberal party anyway that its officering 
is of slight importance. 

In the suitable surroundings given by a 
somewhat gaudy music hall stage, that of 
the Empire Theater at Edinburg, Lord Rose- 
bery held up to ridicule last night every pro- 
posal made by Mr. Gladstone for the solu- 
tion of the Armenian question. 


Edinbyre Speech a Dull Lecture. 


Lord Rosebery’s speech consisted in great 
part of a qull philosophic and political lect- 
ure, and this was varied only by expressed 
or implied attacks on Gladstone, Harcourt, 
and other unnamed Liberals. These at- 
tacks were sugared by sweet references to 
the old man whom he was wounding so 
deeply. The speech is the most astounding 
confession of the impotence of England that 
was ever made in public by any English 
statesman. That Lord Rosebery should 
have selected this time, so dangerous and 
difficult for his country, to do this thing 
proves up to the hilt that he is neither'a 
really great. Liberal statesman nor a true 
patriot. An admirable breeder of race 
horses, but a feeble, fluid, and vacillating 
leader of men, he has done his best to.undo 
any good effects the visit, of the Czar to this 
country might have produced by declining 
the practical cotjperation of Russia. The 
only thing that was needed to complete the 
mixed comedy and tragedy of last even- 
ing’s entertainment was a telegram contain- 
+4nge the Sultan’s warmest thanks, followed 
by a suitablé dirge for the dead and dying 
Christians whom Engiand, according to the 
principal speaker, is now powerless to pro- 
tect. 


Laid Away in a Bed of Moss. 

At the railway station in Lechlade, a 
quaint, peaceful, medieval village far up 
the Thames, above Oxford, a harvest cart 
was waiting Wednesday morning. The cart 
had yellow wheels and was lined with moss. 
Willows and vines had been twisted about 
its frame. The loving hands of friends bore 
what once was William Morr‘s from the 
train to this bed of moss, and then gently 
to his last home under the elms at Kelms- 
cott Church, which was decorated as fora 
harvest festival. There was no outer gloom 
or conventional sadness, and all was as the 
dead painter-poet would have himself wishe] 
it. 

Du Maurier’s Lovable Qualities. 

Up to late on Wednesday night George 
Du Maurier’s colleagues, who were then 
assembled around Punch’s weekly dinner 
table, had been led by the latest bulletizs 
from him to hope that “ Kicky,’’ his pet 
familiar name in that circle, would live to be 
once more among them with his high spirits 
and quick flashes of humor. Yet those high 
spirits had sunk somewhat of recent months, 
possibly from failing health. Du Maurier 
had never been quite the same man since the 
publication of ‘“ Trilby.’” That wonderful 
success brought never-ending demands on 
his time and energy, and his great, unselfish 
nature could not resist them. 

Du Maurier was ever haunted by fear lest 
blindness should overtake him, and the mis- 
fortune of many years ago, when the sight 
of his left eye was lost, remained always be- 
fore him. This partial deprivation of sight 
was in some sense a gatn to the artist, as he 
had to draw on a large scale on account of 
it, and those drawings became, in all senses, 
of high value. It is curious that hé was not 
the only artist on the staff of Punch who suf- 
fered in the same way, and it was a favoriie 
joke of Tenniels that he Du Maurier had but 
a pair of eyes between them. 

Something has been eaid of Du Mauricr’s 
cynicism, but never was there a gentler 
cynie. He laid a firm, kind hand on the 
weakness and snobbish philistine tendencies 
of the Englishmen of his day, but even those 
at whom he laughed were most ready to 
laugh themselves. He never took his literary 
powers quite seriously, and only regretted 
that others, who he honestly believed were 
greater than himself, had no such successful 
boom. He was the kindest of satirists, the 
most loyal of friends. Men and dogs all 
loved him, and it is not many winters since 
he waded through broken ice at some serious 
personal risk to save a little drowning dog. 


Courtesies Between Pope and Queen. 

An interchange of courtesies between the 
Pope and the Queen has highly gratified the 
English Catholics. The two are old friends, 
for just fifty years ago the ther Mar. Pecci 
visited the Queen in London. The Pope's 
graceful congratulations on the length of 
Victoria’s reign have drawn from the latter 
striking acknowledgments of the fidelity and 
loyalty of her Catholic subjects to their 
sovereign. 

Irish Crops Are Injured. 

The saddest reports, I regret to say, reach 
me from the west of Ireland about the injury 
done to crops by floods and rain. The crops 
are practically destroyed in some districts, 
and everything threatens a winter famine in 
certain parts of Ireland unless speedy relief 
is given. 

Unlucky Members of Parliament. 

English members of Parliament have been 
peculiarly unlucky in the last few days, and 
no less than three of them have been badly 
damaged in carriage accidents. One of these 
—Mr. H. Byron Reed, the member for East 
Bradford—has since died. Mr. Reed was a 
better journalist than politician. At onetime 
he was editor of the Darlington North Star.

EFARL RUSSELL’S DOMESTIC TROUBLE 


Causes the Arrest of Lady Scott, His 
Mother-in-Law. 

London, Oct. 10.—Before the’ Winchester 
City Bench on Friday the case of the Queen 
vs. Earl Russell, involving a grave charge 
made against his lordship in 1887, the public 
prosecutor said that the spot where the al- 
leged offense took place was outside the 
jurisdiction of the court and in consequence 
the case failed. 

Lady Scott, the mother-in-law of Earl Rus- 
sell, was arrested at a hotel in the Strand 
last evening. The charge against her, crim- 
inal libel, is preferred by Earl Russell. She 
was arraigned at Bow Street Police Court 
today in company with two youths, who 
are included in the charge. 

Ear! Russell has attained much unpleasant 
notoriety through the divorce proceedings 
brought against him by his wife, daughter 
of the late Sir Claude Edward Scott, and 
litigation growing out of that suit. Lady 
Russell obtained separation, later sued for 
a restoration of conjugal rights, and was de- 
feated in April 1895. 

After the preliminary examination of Lady 
Scott and the two youths had been concluded 
at Bow Street Police Court today, the case 
was adjourned until Monday next.

Why 
two large packing cases full of presents were 
sent to my house in Hyde Park direct from 
the stores where the goods were bought. 
How could they be stolen?. The Castles have 
been abroad for a year, and had a large 
number of commissions from society friends 
in San Francisco, and they have also been 
large purchasers of knick-knacks, etc.”’ 

Evidence will be produced that some time 
ago Mrs. Castle’s health was such that Dr. 
Gabriel of this city was called. He found 
her suffering from pains in the head. It was 
settled yesterday evening that no application 
will be made for bail before the prisoners are 
brought up on remand on Tuesday next.

AMERICAN WHEAT FOR THE FAR BAST. 


Over 10,000 Tons to Leave the Golden 
Gate for India—Drought There 
Creates a Large Demand. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 10—The chief 
topic among San Francisco brokers for sev- 
eral days has been the shipment of Call- 
fornia wheat to India. It is as unusual an 
occurrence as shipping coals to Newcastle 
for California to be sending wheat to one of 
the greatest grain producing countries in 
the world, but this year the drought has 
completely ruined the crop. 

The great northwest province, which pro- 
duces thred-quarters of the grain of India, 
has had no rain, and it will be necessary to 
import seed wheat for next séeason’s crop. 
The parched condition of the great wheat 
fields is said to be terrible, and famine is 
threatened in several districts. It was 
known months ago that the Indian wheat 
crop was very ehort, but no one supposed 
the deficiency was as great as recent advices 
show. 

Private advices from Calcutta say that the 
growing crop of wheat is in a bad way, and 
that in the Punjab next March not over a 
half crop will be harvested. | 

Two steamers now on the way here from 
Japan have been chartered to carry grain to 
Calcutta and Bombay. These steamers will! 
carry in the aggregate between 10,000 and’ 
11,000 tons, and it is expected that both will 
arrive in-a short time, load, and get away 
in time to land their cargoes in India by the 
middle af December. 

As the Indian harvest season is in March, 
and this wheat will land there more than 
two months before any new wheat will be | 
available, it is highly probable that other 
cargoes will find a market In the same direc- 
tion. The iast crop year in Australia wasa | 
partial failure and the colonies had to look 
to California for their bread supplies, and 
now comes India, another great wheat- 
producing country, seeking California’s 
wheat. 

These facts show conclusively that while 
other sections of the world will grow wheat 
there is none of them where the crops are 
as certain as in California, and, with the 
exception of Australia, they cannot produce 
as good quality of grain as is' grown in the 
fertile valleys of this State. :

A more accurate judgment points 
to.the strengthening of the republican sys- 
tem in consequence of the increased prestige 
and influence of the nation in Europe, now 
that the Czar has toasted the French forces

friendship and profound sentiment of 
brotherhood in arms.

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MILLS RAISES HIS VOICE. 


HE SPEAKS UNDER THE AUSPICES OF 
THE MARQUETTE CLUB. 


Brilliant Assemblage Gathers at the 
Auditorium to Hear the Words of 
Chicago’s Eloquent Lawyer — Mo- 
tives of Patriotism Induce the Ora- 
tor to Politica) Action After Twelve 
Years—Popocratic Doctrine of Cheap 
Money Is Ably Exposed, 


Luther Lafiin Mills, who for the last twelve 
years, has taken little active part in political 
‘action or controversy, impelled by the same 
spirit which has prompted thousands of 
life-long Democrats to ignore partisan ties 
for the higher claims of patriotism in the 
present campaign, last evening delivered an 
eloquent and convincing address for sound 
money and national integrity before an 
audience of over 6,000 people at the Audi- 
torium. 

The immense gathering, which met at the 
invitation and under the auspices of the 
Marquette club, was represefitative of the 
best intelligence of the city. On the stage, 
in the boxes, and scattered through the audi- 
ence were scores of men whose names are 
known wherever Chicago is known. It was 
a gathering which applauded to the echo 
every mention of the name of William Mc- 
Kinley, every promise of his election, and 
the overthrow of threatened repudiation and 
anarchy in November. + 

G. W. Powell, Chairman of the Political 
Action committee of the club, was injro- 
duced by President De Witt as Chairman 
of the meeting. 

Before Mr. Mills’ address Mr. Powell an- 
nounced that Jules Lombard, a member of 
_the Lombard quartet, which was useful in 
furnishing campaign music thirty years ago, 
would lead in singing “‘ America.”’ 

‘You will all please rise,’”’ said Mr. Pow- 
ell, as Mr. Lombard came forward. 

‘“‘Now you may all please sit down,” said 
Mr. Lombard. 

The audience indulged an audible smile. 

Veteran Singer’s Voice Remains. 

Mr. Powell had said that probably Mr. 

' Lombard might be unable to make his voice 
heard in the far corners of the large hall, 
This the venerable man, whose hair is as 
white as snow, proceeded to disprove. He 
made a brief address, in which he said that, 
though he had been a Democrat for thirty 
e would vote for McKinley. 
man-who votes for Palmer and Buck- 
id Mr. Lombard, “may go to the 
and deposit his vote, but ne stays 
away frem the election. It would have been 
just the same thirty years ago had we fought 
the enemy with blank cartridges.” 
Mr. Lombard sang “ America” as a solo, 
the audience joining in the refrain. He was 
easily heard, his voice, though not great in 
volume, being remarkably swect and clear. 


The audience warmly applauded each mel- | 


cdy in a medley of national airs rendered on 
the organ, and joined heartily in the refrain 
of “ Illinois,”” which was sung as a solo by 
William Lampson of the Marquette club. 

Chairman Powell introduced Mr. Mills as 
** Chicago’s most eloquent citizen,’’ referring 
to the fact that he was induced to speak 
only through his belief that patriotism de- 
manded the active effort of every citizen to 
defeat the aims of those who uphold repu- 

. diation and national dishonor. 


| Address of Mr. Mills. 


Mr. Mills said: | 

“Mr. President, Gentlemen of the Mar- 
quette Club, Ladies and Gentlemen: With 
a great price was bought and given the honor 
of American citizenship and at a greater cost 
was defended and preserved that honor. It 
comes to us from the sturdy valor of the 
“embattled farmers’ of Concord and Lex- 
ington and from the whole great epoch of the 
Revolution; it comes from Donelson and 
Vicksburg, the splendid march to the sea, 
and the conclusion at Appomattox; it comes 
to us through all the former life of the re- 
public; through thought, and toil, and strug- 
gle, and blood and death—the gift of a 
glorious history; and, speaking for myself as 
a humble beneficiary of this generous past, 
I say, with all my heart, responding to the 
words of the distinguished gentleman who 
here presidés and to your kind welcome, 
that my feeble tongue should be, forever 
dumb if this day it failed to proclaim its 
protest against the proposed bartering 
away of this golden heritage for a miserable 
mess of pottage. 

“‘ Thirty-five years ago the American Re- 
public was confronted by a great issue, ad- 
dressing itself to the highest sentiments 
possible to any people. The question pre- 
sented was an appeal to the conscience and 
loftiest thought of the Nation. It was 
broader than money and material prosperity 
and rose above considerations of individual 
#eif-interest. It was the issue of the life of 
the republic. 

“ Mistaken and misguided men, with false 
notions of the historic constitution and char- 
acter of the Nation, and inspired by local and 
sectional interests and a determination to 
protect and make permanent the institution 
of human slavery, planned and executed an 
attack-on the very existence of the Federal 
Government. ; 


Tracing a Complete Analogy. 


“I refer to this chapter of our history, 
happily and gloriously ended, with no intent 
to resurrect ancient animosities long ago 
buried in reconciliation, but for the simple 
purpose of an analogy. 

“In 1860, when the opponents of the coun- 
try decided on secession and the dissolution 
of the Union, they laughed at the warning 
‘that a mighty host of men would rise and 
defend the Nation’s integrity, that the 
thrifty farmer would drop his plow and for- 
get his crop, that the industrious mechanic 
would leave his anvil, and the busy man of 
the store his enterprise and would rush to 
war and death in vindication of the national 
sentiment. 

“But before many months had passed 
there was scarcely a patriotic family in 
the land that had not sent a man or a boy 
to fight, and, if need be, to die for an idea. 
That was, indeed, a glorious uprising of 
patriotism; none is grander in the history 
of nations. 

“There are men today, leaders in this 
crisis of American politics, who are making 
again the blunder of 1860 in ignoring the ex- 
istence of lofty sentiments among the peo- 
ple. These will learn in November, now near 
at hand, that the American Republic has 
-@ conscience. 

“There never was a more clearly defined 
issue of morals presented, to be met by any 
people, than the issue of thisday. It divides 
the citizens by no old lines of‘parties. It 
brings under the one flag of honor men of 
different politics and harmonizes long con- 
troversies in the common cause. 

Republican Welcomes Democrat. 

“ As in 1860 the anxious heart of Lincoln 
welcomed with rejoicing the stalwart ald of 
Douglas, declaring that there then could be 
but two parties in the country—patriots and 
traitors—so now the Repubilcan welcomes 
the Democrat and both march to the same 
music. 

“In the month of July in this year of our 
Lord there assembled in convention in Chi- 
cago representatives of a great political 
party to adopt a statement of its principles 
and present to the country its candidates 
for the Presidency and Vice-Presidency of 
the Nation. From the opening to the closing 
of that convention—in all its turmoil, excite- 
ment, reckless speeches, and flerce denun- 
clation—there appeared, powerful and dom- 
inating, a majority of delegates who may be 
fairly characterized as an aggregation of 
maltontents. 

“The statesmen of the party, the wise 
men, the experienced, those who had made 
for themselves honorable records in citizen- 
whip, were silenced in the tumult. In vain 
did the minority make protest against reck- 
less and revolutionary proposals; the mal- 
shee as eh one : 

*“ Russell, the brave young knight of honor, 
hung his abashed head in grief and went 
away to die of a broken heart over the dis-

“Another is a threat against the integrity 
and independence of the Supreme Court— 
an appeal to that dangerous class of men 
who heretofore, under the baleful teachings 
of certain un-American leaders, have ac- 
quired a hatred of our most cherished in- 
stitutions, or 


Silver’s Deceptive Appeal. 


“ The first is a deceptive appeal, because It 
is based on falsehood and promises relief 
which can never come by the method it 
proposes. It starts with the statement that 
the act of 1873 demonetized silver ‘ without 
the knowledge or approval of the American 
people. The history of the introduction, 
discussion, and passage of this law stamps 
the ‘statement as absolutely untrue; for 
three years pending in Congress before its 
final adoption it was the subject of extended 
debates and no motive was, until recent 
years, ever suggested wed it should have 
been clan tinel sed.”’ 

mab. one coated from Controller 
Knox and others to show that the act of "73 
was simply formal recognition of a condi- 
tion which had existed for many years. The 
object of ‘the Popocratic leaders, he said,

Statistics Indicating Progress. 


To negative the pictures of woe alleged to 
have been seen in recent years the speaker 
quoted from President Harrison’s message 
of 1892, which showed that the country’s 
wealth had increased 287 per cent and its 
railroads 448 per cent. Statistics from sev- 
enty-five leading cities for the ten years 
from 1880 to 1800 showed the following 
growth: Capital invested in manufacturing, 
from $1,232,839,670 to $2,900,735,884; number 
of employés, from 1,301,388 to 2,251,134; wages 
earned, from $501,965,779 to $1,221,170,454; 
value of product, from §$2,711,579,899 to 
$4,860,286,837. After making full allowance 
for differences of metheds and deducting the 
returns for all industries not included in the 
census of 1880, there remained in the reports 
from the seventy-five cities an increase in 
the capital employed of $1,522,745,604; in the 
value of the products, $2,024,236,166; in wages 
earned, $677,943,929; and in the number of 
wage-earners employed, 656,029, The wage 
earnings not only showed an increased ag- 
gregate, but an increase per capita from $380 
in 1880. to $547.in 1890, or 41.71 per cent. 

‘“‘From several causes,” continued Mr. 
Mill, ‘‘ with which the Republican party will 
hereafter deal, when November decrees to it 
the control of the government, the last four 
years have been a period of financial depres- 
sion. But what more significant cause has 
tended to this result than the very free silver 
agitation? Men became timid to embark in 
enterprises and hesitated to make invest- 
ments, uncertain as to what the currency of 
the country might be and fearful that by 
some political possibility it might be debased. 


To Pay but Half a Debt. 


** These new leaders, having misstated his- 
tory for political purposes, present to the 
American people the proposal that hereafter 
each man who owes another shall pay him 
but one-half his indebtedness, and that such 
shall be the course of the government as 
well as the citizen. When asked what fair- 
‘ness, what justice, is there in a scheme 
which could enable one man to retain from 
another nearly one-half of what is his due, 
these men answer that they propose that 
the creditor shall be paid a silver dollar just 
as he loaned a silver dollar. 

** Nearly all of the private indebtedness 
of the country was incurred years after 
the act of 1873, and practically under the 
conditions of a gold standard. The dollar 
borrowed was worth a dollarin gold. And 
yet it is asserted in the face of the intelli- 
gence and sense of right of our good citizens 
that it is a. technical compliance with the 
contract to pay a real indebtedness of $1 
with coin having only a nominal worth of $1 
and a real value of but 53 cents. 

“The question of free silver before the 
people of the country for their careful study 
since the Chicago convention has presented 
itself in-a thousand aspects, but the vice 
and crime of the scheme appear in no clearer 
. and more definite form than in its character 
of repudiation. The men who conceived it 
aimed their weapon at our creditors abroad 
and what they termed the capitalistic class 
at home. They may not have contemplated, 
or they may, the outrage threatened against 
great masses of our’people, the beneficiaries 
of millions of life insurance policies, the 
wives and children of the men who represent 
the great middle walks of life, the 970,000 
pensioners, the 4,875,000 depositors in the 
savings banks of the United States, with 
aggregate deposits of $1,810,597,000. 

“The holder of an insurance policy has 
for years paid real doHars as his premium. 
That was his Investment, but his bene- 
ficiaries under the new scheme will receive 
unreal dollars, worth but a trifle more than 
half their face value. 


Save the Nation’s Honor. 


“ Higher, however, than considerations of 
immediate material disasters and calamities, 
impressive as is their possibility, there 
speaks a'voice from the sky of the republic 
which is heard today above all the din and 
clamor of our politics; it is the voice of 
the Nation’s ancient and abiding honor. 

“Contemplate, if you can, the possibility 
of the American republic announcing to 
Christendom by the voice of its people and 
the proclamation of its government its de- 
cree and justification in this age of civiliza- 
tion: that a man may take from his neigh- 
bor one-half his right against his will and 
a Christian Nation may rob the men it owes 
of one-half their due. 

“ The accomplishment of sucha possibility 
would send a shock through the moral fabric 
of humanity in all civilized lands, the grief 
of which would be the darkening of hope for 
better and truer and purer life among men, 
afid the evil of which would be an assault 
from that Nation which is the leader of 
modern advance and civilization on the very 
principles of right and justice which are 
fundamental for social security and the 
foundation on which alone can remain per- 
manent the superstructure of its happiness. 

“* The possibility will not be realized. The 
people of America are aroused. .The repub- 
lic has a conscience, and that conscience is 
now abroad in the land and speaks its pro- 
testation.

MANAGERS OF THE PARADE SHAKE 
. HANDS AND COUNT COST, 


Congratulations Received from Many 
Sources on the Success of the Great 
Demonstration ~ Committee, Not 
Bankrupt, to Continue Ite Work for 
Sound Moaey and Prosperity—New 
Lines Suggested to City Officials— 
Pickpockets Arraigned in Court, 


—_—_—_——_— 


The Executive committee of the Chicago 
Business-Men’s Sound Money Association 
Was resting upon its laurels yesterday and 
congratulating itself on the. success of the 
Chicago day parade. 

Nor were the congratulations confined to 
an interchange of compliments among the 
members, for a large number of letters and 


telegrams were received by the Secretary 


during the day, the tenor of all of which was 
that the demonstration was an unparalleled 
pageant. 

Chief Marshal Stockton came in for @ 
Jarge share of commendation, and he good- 
naturedly stood considerable chaffing about 
having set his watch two minutes ahead of 
time, so that he could not fail to keep his 
promise to start the parade promptly at 
10°a. m. 

The members of the committee are grate- 
ful for the assistance rendered them by the 
police, the press, and the public in helping 
to make the demonstration a success. An 
official letter of thanks was yesterday sent 
to Chief Badenoch by President Rend of the 
committee, and similar communications to 
others will be forthcoming. 

All expenses of the big parade have been 
met and the committee is not yet bankrupt. 
The actual cost of the demonstration to the 
committee was $2,982. 

This includes the expense of meetings, the 
printing and incidental office expenses, the 
badges for the Marshals and aids, bands for 
the three great divisions of the parade and 
for the Veteran Corps, the construction of tho 
press reviewing stand, the rent of official 
headquarters, and other incidental expenses. 
‘ Most of the organizations in the marching 
column provided their own bands, uniforms, 
and special features. It is impossible, there- 
fore, to make even an approximate estimate 
of the total cost of the demonstration. 

This money was all raised by voluntary 
contribution. Two or three small checks 
were sent in yesterday. One man wrote: 
*“ That was worth $10 to me, which I here- 
with inclose.”’ 

Will Continue the Work. 

The small balance on hand will be used by 
the committee in continuing its work in be- 
half of sound money during the remainder 
of the campaign. A meeting of the Execu- 
tive committee will be held at headquarters 
in the Great Northern Hotel tomorrow noon. 
It is expected that some decision will then 
be reached as to plans for the future. It is 
the general opinion of the committee that 


, one line of work will be the holding of meet- 


ings among workingmen. 

Mayor Swift and Chief Badenoch are in 
receipt of many ketters from citizens compli- 
menting the city officials for the good work 
of the Police and Health Departments on 
Friday in handling the great crowd. Nota 
single complaint was iiled against‘any of the 
policemen on duty. The work done by the 
Health Department physicians in caring for 


‘injured persons has suggested to Commis-

It is suggested that the service could be 
much improved by the appointment of a 
competent physician to have charge of the 
police ambulances, which should be supplied 
with an outfit of dressings, stimulants, and 
other drugs used in the treatment of injured 
persons. In this way it is thought many 
lives could be saved and much good accom- 
plished. 

Chief Badenoch yesterday sent to every 
Police Inspector a letter thanking the mem- 
bers of the department for the good work 
done in handling the cfowd during the pa- 


rades. 
Alleged Pickpockets in Court. 


Several of the alleged pickpockets arrest- 
ed on Chicago day were arraigned in the po- 
lice courts yesterday. Frank E. Edwards 
was held to the Criminal Court by Justice 
Underwood. Frank Mason was before Jus- 
tice Richardson and was fined $25. William 
Mason was fined $25. Joe Murphy was sent 
to the bridewell on a $10 fine, as were also 
John Sweeney and Tobey Baker. Charles 
Cole secured a continuance. Charles Simp- 
son was held to the grand jury by Justice 
Richardson. Justice Boggs fined J. W. Mur- 
ray $2 and costs on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. ‘ 

As a result of the celebration many prison- 
ers were arraigned in the Armory Police 
Court yesterday. A fried chicken got Ed- 
ward Scheada, Adolph Schelk, and V. P. 
Priornack into trouble. Justice Richardson 
declared that the defendants would have to 
pay $5 each for the fowl. H. E. Cooke, a 
brakeman, living near Harvey, was arrested 
for carrying a revolver. Justice Underwood 
allowed Cooke to return to his home, but 
confiscated the weapon. A. C. Walker was 
before Justice Richardson to answer charges 
of shooting inside the city limits. He se- 
cured a continuance.

JONES’ PARADE SCHEME DEFEATED. 


Popocrats’ Effort to Belittle Republic- 
an Demonstration Proves Futile.

Imports of Geld from Europe, It Is 
Predicted, Will Reach Seyond 
$100,000,000 by the End of 1896~— 
For the First Time in Years the 
United States Is at the Head of Cred- 
itor Nations—Effect of the Chicago 
Demonstration om the Public.

New York, Oet--10.—[Special.}—Wall street 
has had an exceptionally interesting week. 
There has been activity, and there have been 
fluctuations beyond what has recently been 
ordinary.

The bear crowd has been continually in evi- | 


dence. It Includes in, its lists now a num- 
ber of conspicuous millionaire operators, who 
for some time past have been holding aloof. 
Two or three times, a fortnight or more ago, 
they tested the quality of the market, but 
found resistence which deterred them from 
going ahead in any extensive way. This 
week, however, they have been aggressive to 
the extént of making almost daily raids upon 
all the leading stocks. Their favorites have 
been sugar trust and the granger railroad 
shares. In the former they have had what 
has undoubtedly been inside codperations. 

A quarter of the total transavtions during 
the week have been in sugar trust stock. 
The price has been put down three or four 
points; and much has been heard of new op- 
position refineries. This sort of talk, how- 
ever, would have little credit had there not 
been almost daily statements from trust 
headquarters répresenting that the sugar 
trade was in an unhappy shape, these de- 
pressing statements being more than once 
accompanied by the rather ineftective lactor 
of reductions in the trust’s er of re- 
fined sugar. 

Market Ready for an lnninniedl Turn. 

The short interest in the stock is much ex- 
tended, and its market is in shape now for 
a quick turn upward ii inside innuences care 
to have quotations go that way. Upon the 
other hand, further reductions in the price 
of refined sugar can force Wali street buils 
into leaving the stock altogether alone, for 
that would clinch in the Wali street mind 
as a fact what is now something more than 
a suspicion, that the very highest powers in 
the trust are working to get this stock down 
under par. Itis aiways true—and just now it 
is acutely so—that the sugar trust stock 
market is wholly at the beck and eall of two 
or three millionaire insiders. 

It is a tempting game they lay out, but few 
outsiders piaying it have ever escaped un- 
hurt. Quick action is provided for one’s 
money—and for the money also there is 
usually provided a prompt receptacle. 

Surface indications now point to a further 
decline. The man obliged to play the game 
could find some excuses, doubtless, for play- 
ing it on that side. Still, the corrugated fact 
is that speculation in sugar trust stock is, 
after all, only three card monte larger 
grown. 

in the granger stocks the bear war cry has 
been that badly decreased earnings about 
to be shown would play smash with their 
financial status. In this the bear oracles 
have been depending upon comparisons with 
earnings which in the fall of last year were 
phenomenally big. It has. been taken for 
granted that no such corresponding results 
could be obtained this year. At the start 
it was insisted that even the norma! figures 
of two years ago could not be reached. This 
last claim has been abandoned. The bears 
have not taken into consideration and could 
not anticipate the railway activity started 
by booming produce markets. By dint of. 
much speculative aggressiveness they have 
succeeded in pounding down the prices of all 
the grangers somewhat. Their accomplish- 
ment is small compared with their effort 
and the noise they- have made. Burlington 
is down less than two whole points for the 
week and St. Paul and Rock Island average 
a decline of over three points each. 

No Signs of Liquidation. 

If half the retailed chronicles of Western 
woe heard in Wall street were one-half true 
these stocks ought to be down ten times as 
far as they have gone. 

Nowhere has there been any sign of sig- 
nificant liquidation in the grangers or any 
other group of railroad stocks. The de- 


-¢Clines, such as they are, have resulted whol- 
‘ly from a ramming, jamming 


campaign, 
whose most conspicuous feature has been 
the selling of short stocks by wholesalé. The 
short interest in St,. Paul today, I believe, 
can be moderately estimated at 40,000 shares, 
In Burlington and Rock Island the shorts 
are perhaps less extensive, but the aggregate’ 
there, also, is enormous. Even in North- 
west there is an unwieldy short interest. 
What is consequentially true is the fact 
that these stocks are almost wholly short 
for the account of the same group of specu- 
lators. The way they gamble certainly has 
dash and spirit enough in It to be attractive, 
but Wall street isn’t always a respecter of 


spectacular plunges. 
One of the most notable features in the 


‘market now is the quiet firmness which at- 
tacks disclose. 


It 1s not exactly resistance: 
it seems more to, be a spirit of confidence 
and almost an utter carelessness as to the 
antics of the raiders. 

A thousand shares of stock thrown flerce- 
ly at the market puts a quotation down less 
than a legitimate order to buy a single liv 
shares of stock will put itup. This has been 
exemplified over and over again this week 
and in almost every part of the market. 

The resumption of gold imports is exert- 
ing a tonic, effective upon the confidence 
of tire financial world.. These imports have 
been resumed in large volume in the very 
face of predictions from high quarters that 
they had been checked for a considerable 
time to come. Yet, within the last three or 
four days, almost $10, 000,000 more of foreign 
treasure has been started this way. 

Gold Imports Have but Begun, 

This is as was predicted in these dis- 
patches to THE TRIBUNE a week ago. The 
same authority I was able to quote then, 
justified by the week's remarkable record, 
now says that THE TRIBUNE can count con- 
fidently upon seeing the gold imports from 
Europe reach beyond $100,000,000 by the end 
of the year. 

The Wall street bear contingent affects to 
care nothing for this kind of improvement. 
{t is manipulation, they say, ‘* forced im- 
ports,” so they characterize that 
‘‘ count for nothing.” 

What the bears refuse to consider that is 
of importance; even beyond these gold im- 
portations, what, indeed, brings this gold 
this way, is the development of a foreign bal- 
ance of trade in our favor, which is absolute- 
ly certain before it stops to go to figures 
wholly unprecedented. For Europe’s short 
crops we have a surpus, and Europe has 
got to give us gold for them. 

We are buying European goods to the ex- 
tent of millions of ddilars less than has 
been our previous average. Even these two 
accounts put us, for the first time in years, 
at the head of creditor nations. Yet that 
record tells but part of the tonic story. We 
are shipping not grain and provisions mere- 
ly, shipping them not only to Burdpe, but 
to Asia, and shipping them at vastly in- 
creased ‘cash prices, but we aré as well ship- 
ping merchandise in volume beyond every 
past record, and making such shipments at 
the rate of $250,000,00U a year. These are tre- 
mendous figures. They are but at their be- 
ginning. They are going to be bigger. We 
are now having only the light waisted pre- 
liminaries to a business boom that shall be

report of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission on the statistics of rail- 
ways in the United States for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1895, have been issued. 

According to the report the total railroad 
mileage of the.United States is 177,746 miles, 
against 175,000 miles reported the year pre- 
vious, an increase of 2,056 miles.

"Phe equipment of these roads consists of 
85,699 locomotives, of which 0,909 are em- 
ployed in passenger service, 20,012 in freight, 
5,100 in switching, and 5688 unclassified. The 
total number in service during the previous 
year was 35,406. The average annual .in- 
crease since 1892 has been 1,112. 

The number of cars in the service of the 
railways is 1,270,561, a decrease of 7,517 as 
compared with the pievious year. Of the 
totai number 83,112 are passenger coaches, 
1,106,119 (reight cars, and 40,330 specials. 
The number of leased cars tn the service is 
178,107. The fast freight lines have in serv- 
ice 49,472. The decrease in cars assigned to 
freight service is 0,050 and to passenger 
service 04. The number of special cars in- 
creased by 1,439. 

A slight increase is shown in the number 
of men employed in the operation of the 
roads for the year. The totah number em- 
ployed is 785,034, agaiust 779,008 at the close 
of the previous year, 

The number of passengers carried for the

MORE NORTHERN PACIFIC TROUBLE. 


Old Receivers Hold on to Many Acres 
of Valuable Land. 

Wilwaukee, Wis., Oct. 10.—The end of the 
Northern Pacific receivership is not yet at 
hand, and it is likely tt be some time before 
the order discharging Keceivers Bigelow and 
McHenry is entered. 

The receivers have been very busy since 
the entry of the decrees for foreclosures in 
winding up the administration, and they are 
all through with the exception of one ite 
All of the property covered by the es 
gages, and which were supposed by almost 
every one to have covered any and every- 
thing that the Northern Pacific company 
possessed, or could in any way possibly 
acquire, has been sold, but there stil] re- 
mains in the possession of the receivers 
many thousand acres of valuable lands, un- 
incumbered by direct mortgages, and which 
will have to be sold. 

These lands lay directly east of the Mis- 
souri River and have been claimed generally 
by the creditors, and they stand as 
the only available asset of value to 
the general creditors. The receivers 
have not yet applied to the court for 
direction as to the disposal of this property, 
but it is expected that the moment they o 
it will bring forth a lengthy petition from the 
holders of Northern Pacific preferred stock 
that will call for another long, complicated 
legal contest. 

The preferred stockholders, it is stated, 
lay claim to these. lands, asserting that by 
the reading of their stock certificates the 
preferred stock is made a first lien upon the 
property. After the contention of the stock- 
holders prevails there will be very little left 
for the general creditors after the stock has 
heen satisfied

How the Model Is Made. 
As a rule, the first model is small, and is 
of clay or wax, and at first consists of a 
pucieus of tow or some such material, on 
which the clay is Isid. Bit by bit it is built 
up, until by trimming and adding, flattening 
and rounding-off, the figure comes to assume 
its proportions. The rough outlines 
of “sketch ’’ are developed, new ideas 
are added, others aré altered, and by degrees 
the realization of the sculptor’s thoughts 
begins t2 appear in the clay.

HOSPITAL LIFE T00 SLOW FOR HIM. 


Lively Patient from. Cripple Creek 
Defies Rules Against Welsh Rare- 
bits, Good Cigars, Turkish Baths. 


A North Side private hospital had a lively 
time with a patient last week. He was a 
big, raw-boned, jovial son of the Ro¢tkies, 
and gnsisted upon making friends with every- 


during the first hour of his stay. He brought 
with him a roll of silver certificates as big as 
a bandage of lint, and was immensely popu- 
lar while it lasted.

Secure:'an Injunction Against Deceptive Imita- 
tions of. Their Cocoa and Chocolate. 

In a suit brought in the Circuit Court of 
the United-States for the Western District 
of Virginia, by Walter Baker & Co., Limited, 
the well-known Cocoa and Chocolate manu- 
facturers of Dorchester, Mass., against Will- 
iam Henry Baker of Winchester, Va., the 
court has just rendered an opinion in which 
it states that 
“ A careful consideration of the evidence 
and an inspection of the packages, cans, 
wrappers, labels, inscriptions, etc., of the 
goods of the complainant (Walter Baker & 
Co., Limited) and -those of the respondent 
(William Henry Baker) can lead the court to 
no other conclusion than that there was a 
deliberate purpose to place the goods of the 
respondent upon the market in a guise re- 
sembling the complainant’s goods as nearly 
as possible so as to avoid a direct imitation. 
. « « With the widest field from which to 
select wrappers, labels, cans, inscriptions, 
words, phrases, and designations, the re- 
spondent has so nearly simulated in these re- 
spects the chocolate goods of the complain- 
ant as to lead dealers and consumers to be- 
lieve that they were buying the complain- 
ant’s gvods, when they were really getting 
those of the respondent.”’ 

‘‘To prevent this confusion, and to pro- 
tect the complainant and the public against 
this unfair competition and deception,’ an 
injunction was granted restraining W. H. 
Baker from using on his plain chocolate “‘any. 
yellow label or any label of a color resem- 


nection with the sale of his plain chocolate 
any label which in its lettering, arrangement, 
or design is not plainly distinguishable from 
that used by complainant ’’: from using on 
his powdered cocoa in conection with any 
form of his name the words * Breakfast 
Cocoa’’; and from putting his powdered 
cocoa up in cans shaped like the complain- 
ant’s cocoa cans; from using in any manner 
whatsoever in connection with the sale of 
his sweet chocolate the name ‘‘ Germania,” 
or any name not plainly distinguishable from 
the name ‘*‘ German ”’; from using.on molds, 
labels, circulars, or In any other way, thé 
phrases ‘‘ Baker's Cocoa,’’ “‘ Baker’s Choco- 
late,”’ “‘ Baker’s Vanilla Sweet Chocolate;” 
from using in the chocolate business the 
words ‘‘ and Company,” or “‘ Company,” fol- 
lowing any form of his name: and from using 
the words ** Established in Mercantile Busti- 
ness 1755,’’ or any words stating or indicat- 
ing that his business has been long estab- 
lished. 

The respondent, William Henry Baker, 
was required to pay the costs.

NEW BOOK ABOUT CHINA. 


VOLUME OF HISTORY AND EXPERI- 
ENCE BY DR. W. A. P. MARTIN. 


Work Is a Broad-Minded and Thought- 
ful Study of the Subject—Life of the 
Author Has Been One of Unusual 
Opportunities for Acquiring a Deep 
Insight Into Ways and Thought in 
Far Cathay—Opium Vices Are New 
Past Correction. 


NY book written “ from the inside” 
of the subject which it treats is like- 
ly to be interesting, whether the con- 
clusions of the author are valuable 

or otherwise. When experience and thought 

both go to the making of a book it is likely to 
be not only worth reading but worth saving. 

In “A Cycle of Cathay,” by W. A. P, Mar- 

tin, D. D., LL. D., published by Fleming H. 

Revell company, the happy combination has 

taken place. 

In depth and scope this work of Dr. Mar- 
tin’s is the peer of any previous volume on 

China. It has more experience and Chinese 

erudition behind it than even the admirable 

books of Chester Holcombe or Henry Nor- 
man. Compressed in its 500 pages are the 
results of half a century of experience, ob- 
servation, and constant study of Chinese 
literature and life. Despite the ardent re- 
ligious cast of the author’s mind there is in 
his work no trace of the narrowness that 
prevents most missionarjes from seeing the 
good in Chinese customs, institutions, and 


the vast treasures of Chinese literature may 
some day form a part of every liberal educa- 
tion, 

Dr. Martin and his young wife landed in 
China in the spring of 1850, after a voyage 
of 134 days from Boston. Since that time he 
has played an important part in the life of 
the great lethargic nation of the East. The 
title of his book is almost literally accurate, 
for from China’s first war with England to 
the present date is about sixty years—the 
length of the Chinese cycle. During three- 
fourths of that time Dr. Martin was a resi- 
dent of China,. speaking its language, to a 
degree living its life, dividing his time be- 
tween south and north, and adding to his ex- 
periences as a missionary those of a diplo- 
mat, a professor, and an employé of the 
Chinese Government. For two years he 
served his own. country in the critical epoch. 
of negotiation leading up to the opening of 
Pekin, It is little wonder that out of such 
a career should come a most important and 
valuable book. 

The author’s position as the first President 
of the Imperial Tungwen College at Pekin 
has given him unrivaled opportunities for 
observing the course of Chinese diplomacy 
for almost thirty years. This college, at the 
very door of the Tsungli Yamen, or govern- 
ment office, is closely connected with the 
Board of Foreign Affairs. The result was 
to make Dr. Martin not only a private ad- 
viser in important matters but to give him 


He stands in something of the same relation 
to China as Lafcadio Hearn to Japan. 


Touches All Phases of Life. 


“A Cycle of Cathay ”’ is a social and polit- 

ical history of the Chinese in the last half 
century, enlivened by the author’s personal 
experiences. It touches almost every phase 
of Chinese history and life from the British 
* opium war ’’—which it partially defends— 
to the latest aggressions of Russia. Brief 
but interesting sketches of all the foreigners 
who have figured in the opening and evan- 
gelization of China, and also of the most 
notable of the Mandarins, are given. One 
of the most interesting chapters is that in 
which the author narrates his trials in learn- 
ing the language. His first ten years were 
spent at Ningpo, and it was the dialect of 
that locality upon which he began. Ina 
few weeks, by constant study, he and his 
wife had both learned to make themselves 
understood, and within five years Dr. Mar- 
tin had also mastered the Mandarin or court 
language, and read the nine great classics 
on which the whole of Chinese literature is 
based. His criticisms of these works are of 
unusual discrimination and value. 
The spoken language of China is divided 
into a babel of dialects. Those of the north 
and west form one group, based on the Man- 
darin dialect. Those of the southeast differ 
as widely as the languages of Southwestern 
Europe. Through all runs a diatonic scale, 
in some compassing the whole gamut of the 
octave. A word may mean as many things 
as the number of tones or keys in which it 
may be spoken. Dr. Martin went through 
the usual amusing experiences arising from 
a neglect of the tone distinction between 
hawks and handsaws. 


Zeal Tempered with Discretion. 


Dr. Martin’s religious zeal is always tem- 
pered with discretion. Hence his long and 
successful career among the Chinese. When 
called upon to cast out a devil he does it 
with castor oil. When he is importuned for 
alms by the omnipresent beggar he gives his 
copper “cash” so as to be. sure 
to be seen of men, wisely thinking 
it better to violate the letter than 
to bring his religion into local disrepute, 
But when he 
repeats the old story about Li Hung Chang’s 
having publicly prayed to a small Hzard 
to avert a Peiho flood he neglects to give 
that wise and wily statesman credit for the 
same kind of diplomacy. 
The people of Ningpe received Dr. Martin 
with considerable friendliness becausegif the 
kindness they had experienced at the hands 
of the British during the war. They: hhad 
been astonished to be protected instead of 
pillaged. The consequent respect has since 
had much to do in giving the British 80 per 
cent of Chinese commerce. But though Dr. 
Martin thinks the British were justified in 
the so-called opium war, he censures Caleb 
Cushing for not prohibiting the opium traffic 
in the resultant treaty. Of the opium evil 
he has made a life-long study, with this con- 
clusion: “‘To the Chinese it is an unmiti- 
gated curse. It is the darkest cloud that 
hangs over the future of China.” If theim- 
portation of the drug had been forbidden in 
the beginning the evil might have been 
averted. Now it is toolate, The local prod- 
uct is now nearly ten times as great as the 
imports. In many places, especially where 
the drug is grown, its pallid mark ison every 
face. Against this evil Dr, Martin considers 
even Christianity a forlorn hope.

Despite the results of the China-Japan 
war the Chinese are as fond of fight as any- 
body. The only difference is that they like 
to look ‘on and see others do the fighting. 
One is rather surprised to learn that in a sin- 
gle city near Ningpo, more bull-fights take 
place thaninany city of Spain. The animals 
however, are pitted against each other and 
the vanquished is not usually killed, but re- 
tires covered with blood. When asked for 
a reason for the cruel sport a celestial 
philosopher gravely said: “We make the 
beasts fight to take the spirit of com bative- 
ness out of the air, so that men may live in 
harmony.” No doubt the same explanation 
would apply to the sport of Watching crickets 
snap eacn Oother’s heads off. The capital was 
once taken by a hordeof Tartars because the 
commanding General was more interested 
on cricket fights than in the defense of the 
In his chapters on the Tungwen College, 
Dr. Martin presents much new material in 
regard to Chinese manners and beiiefs. He 
Says nothing is easier than to make the 
ratives laugh over the absurdities of idol- 
atry, and nothing Rarder than to get them to 
give it up. He won the love of his students, 
and when suffering from a cough was pre- 
sented with a pair of bear’s paws to takein- 
ternally as a cure. The people have great 
faith in medicines made from parts of the 
human body. The author assures us that 
the cry raised against missionaries in the 
recent massacres, to the effect that they 
were decoying little children to be made into 
medicine, is not merely a superstition of the 
vulgar. 

Chinese boys at school must study a book 
containing 3,000 rules of etiquette. Thevery 
first rule is, ‘‘ Let your face and’attitude be 
grave and thoughtful,’’ It is therefore 
deemed undignified to indulge in athletics of 
any kind. For them there are no rough-and- 
tumble games of football or cricket. 
Enemies of the sanguinary flying wedge will 
please take notice.

Rebellion, he treats it with all the tenderness 
of a lost cause. Indeed, he made a vigorous 
and almost successful effort to offer his 
personal services to the rebel leader, Hung 
Siu Chuen. The reason for this was that 
Hung was a Christian in-name. He styled 
himself the younger brother of Christ, and 
imposed upon all his soldiers the Ten Com- 
mandments and strict Sabbath observance.

JONES’. PRCCESSION BLUNDER. 
riday forenoon Chairman Jones issued a 


bulletin “advising the“ friends of silver” 
to “ignore the request to send in their bal- 


lots ” made by the city paper which is tak- 


ing.a postal card vote. 

The real reason for the Chairman’ s edict 
is that the vote, as far as returned, shows 
that less than one voter out of every four 
is for Bryan. The ostensible reason is that 
“there are conditions existing in Chicago 
under which probably not more than one- 
half the believers in “free silver will ever 


receive the postal cards sent them.” Does: 


Senator Jones. mean to insinuate the Post- 
office people will suppress them? 

Jones’ order was 3 prudent one, It will 
be used as an explanation of the wretched 
showing the Bryanites were bound to make 
under any circumstances in this postal 
card vote. But Jones was prudent a little 
too late. He should have stopped the Chi- 
eago day free silver procession, and thus 
headed off an amazing revelation of the 
weakness of his party. 

Probably Jones was misled by the local 
leaders, They had bragged of the “ impos- 
ing demonstration” they intended to get 
up. They had promised “an outpouring 
of the masses.” There were to.be at least 
50,000 men in line. The sound money 
demonstration was to be cast in the shade. 


But when Friday night came the Bryan 


leaders, avith all the party machinery to aid 
them, were able to bring out only 12,509 
men, women, and children. It was night. 
The men who felt ashamed of being seen ina 
free silver parade could have turned out with- 
out danger of pitying friends noticing them. 
And yet for every six men who took part 
in the sound money demonstration only one 
man marched on Friday night under the 
free silver banner. This frightful display 
of weakness bears testimony to the accu- 
racy of the postal card vote, which has given 
Bryan less than one vote out of four. For 
out of 29,854 votes he has received ,but 
6,672: ~ 

~ The “ demonstration” of Friday showed 
conclusively that Bryan has behind him 
in this city only the débris and unwhole- 
sume residuum of the Democratic party 
and the Populist, Socialist, and Anarchist 
windfalls. -He has the dregs of various 
parties and nothing ‘more. He has simply 
the men who would naturally join an un- 
healthy political organization, and also 


those ignoramuses who will vote for any: 


principles and any candidates which are 
ealled “ regular.” 

The strength of the free silver parade 
The marchers were 
counted as carefully as were those who 
participated in the grand demonstration 
earlier in the day, ahd there were but 12,569 
men, women, and children in line. They 
were all who could be raked and scraped 
together in a county with.a population of 
two millions. 

What a poverty of votes that is! There 
wil be as many Reptblican votes cast in 
the Twelfth Ward on the 3d of November, 
und almost -as many votes cast in the Thir- 
ty-second Ward, as the Bryanites will be 
able to get ont of the aggregation of ignor- 
ance and lunacy that marched night before 
last. . 

That turnout was an eye-opener for 
Jones. He knows now, if he did not before, 
that Chicago is not for the Popocratic 
candidate or his knavish platform. The 
wéather was delightful. The walking was 
good. The campaign was nearing an end. 
The enthusiasm of the Popocrats was sup- 
pesed to have reached boiling point. The 
local leaders had been working on the prep- 
arations for the “ grand rally ” for weeks.

the hoarse cheers of ignorant dupes. 

What a picture to be presented to the 
world, even in half-light, on the streets of 
n great city like Chicago, which boasts its 
full complement of public schools, of pop- 
ular education, Of intelligence among the 
masses! What a grim phenomenon, what 
a monstrous. prostitution of the power of 
suggestion, that 12,569 men should be in-

ments. This fantastic exhibition of prowess 
which formerly added awe to the admira- 
tion of the spectators has been toned down 
to a mere abrupt turning of his inscrutable 
face, with its expression of settled gloom, 
towards the new direction, ané-the slow, 
rhythmical elevation of the bedizened wand 
until it stretches like a gilded zone across 
his gorgeous coat. 

‘But if he has toned down the intermittent 
violence of his glory, it must be admitted he 
has sacrificed none of his magnificent grand- 
eur. He continues to display a majestic 
immobility, which stirs up a flutter in the 
hearts of all his fair beholders and reduces 
the small boy to a condition of imbecile 
adoration. He struts at the head of his 
minions of harmony, the embodiment of the 
immutable despot, somber and grand. He 
heeds not the sighs or cheers that herald his 
approach, but seems intent on an introspec- 
tion that extends back through centuries of 
grandeur. The closest approach of his con- 
sciousness to any particular vicinity, as 
manifested in his far-off gaze, is “ the au- 
rora borealis on the north, the succession of 
equinoxes on the south, primeval chaos on 
the east, and the day of judgmert on the 
west,” unless it be to shy occasionally from 
a stray bicycle propelled by an absent- 
minded wheelman. 

It has been said of this austere potentate 
that his gloom is occasioned by the posses- 
sion of that weighty secret, the exclusive 
knowledge of when the band was going to 
play.” The fact that he alone knows, of all 
the thousands wholook on, when the biare 
of instruments will break out, that he con- 
trols that concatenation of noises, must be 
a mighty force to .provoke a mighty reti- 
cence, but it séems probable that other 
secret he holds alone is even more powerful. 
He not only knows when the band is going 
to play, but he knows it will not be until it 
gets on the next block. Every spectator of 
a parade knows that when a band passes 
him the noise is confined to the drums or thie 
fifes, and that the music does not strike up 
until the band has got well away from the 
scene, wherever it may be. Perhaps the 
knowledge that this is to happen may be the 
real cause of the drum major’s impenetra- 
ble gloom, an expression of infinite compas- 
sion for the infinite disappointments of be- 
nighted humanity. 


RECENT DISCOVERIES IN, EGYPT. 

While the world is being dazed with the 
marvelous discoveries in the arts and sci- 
ences, quiet investigations in the Valley of 
the Nile by the Egyptian Exploration 
Fund and allied societies are’ producing 
results of incalculable value to the studénts 
of history, ethnology, and Biblical interpre- 
tation. Ever since a key was provided by 
the discovery of the famous Rosetta stone 
by the French engineer, Broussard, the 
mysteries of the most ancient of civiliza- 
tions have been gradually unlocked to the 
curious world, 

The discovery at Deir-el-Bahari, in 1881, 
by. Emil Brugsch and Prof. Maspeso, em- 
ployed by the Egyptian Exploration Fund, 
of royal coflins, bearing the cartouches of 
the greatest Kings in Egypt's history, has 
greatly stimulated further extensive ex- 
ploration. At the Museum of Bulak in 
Cairo may now be seen the mummies of the 
Pharaoh whose daughter took Moses for 
a protégé, and the Pharaoh of the “ hard 
heart ’—who still, says Prof. Petrie, 
“seems half alive with insensate pride.” 
Not only can these old Sunday-school char- 
acters be scen face to face, but history has 
grown apace with the discovery of stones 
and tablets whose hieroglyphs tell of those 
ancient peoples, their home life, and cus- 
toms, and of their struggles with the Ethi- 
opians in the South, and with the dreaded 
tribes from the East, who at one time over- 
ran their country under the Hyksos, who 
gave hospitality to Joseph and his breth- 
ren, who were “shepherds” like them- 
selves. The priestly documents discovered 
have indicated that thése ministers of the 
religion of forms and ceremonies were prob- 
ably themselves of a monotheistic belief, 
though they encouraged the popular wor- 
ship of Ptah, Osiris, and other divinities, 
‘who in the minds of the learned only stood 
for the various attributes of the one God. 
The work of Naville, the Genevese ex- 
plorer, has also borne great fruit. He has 
identified near Tanis the site of the an- 
cient treasure city of Pithom, or Pa-Tum, 
which was-one of the two cities duilt by 
the Israelites, and which is supposed to 
have been the starting place for the Red 
Sea journey. But since then M. Flanders 
Petrio has madeé still more astounding dis- 
coveries. He located the “ Field of Zoan ” 
twenty miles from the battlefield of Tel-el- 
Keber, and has unearthed its mines of 
archeological treasures—libraries of sinbs, 
tools, altars, sphinxes, and terra cottas. 
His recent work is detailed in an interest- 
ing article in the August €entury Maga-

Beneath the sunbaked sahds and rock 
tombs of thé Nile there probably yet await 
still further undiscovered revelations. The 
opening up of. the country above the cat- 
aracts by the British may provide still 
further fields of research in “ Upper 
Egypt,” where the destroying Hyksos never 
invaded. Perhaps more light will yet be 
thrown on the origin of races. Perhaps the 
mystery of the Continent Atlantis may 
yet be unraveled, and some connection 
traced between Bgypt’s civilization and 
the wonderfully similar civilization—traces 
of which have recently been discovered—in 
Northern South Amerien. 


THE ‘DRAMATIZING OF NOVELS. 

In the face of present developments it may 
be rash to dogmatize upon the proper rela- 
tions between the novel and the drama. 
And yet the theorist cannot be expected to 
hold his peace in the presence of this craze 
for dramatizing every new novel that hap- 
pens to be the fad of the moment. Such 
continence would be more than the average 
flesh-and-blood prophet could stand. Let 
us then go boldly upon record here and now 
by declaring that the new gold mine in 
which the dramatists are taking stock so 
greedily is salted. It cannot pan out. The 
boom is bound to collapse. 

The prevailing tendency of the times. to 
turn all novels into plays owes its modern 
inspiration to Du Maurier’s “ 'Trilby,” close- 
ly followed by Anthony Hope’s “ Prisoner 
of Zenda.” Miss Train’s “ Social High- |} 
wayman” came galloping after, and then 
the windows of heaven—or whatever the 
region may be called—were opened for the 
deluge of the approaching season. Beer- 
bohm Tree is to perform in America a stage 
version of Gilbert Parker’s “ Seats of the 
Mighty.” Stanley Weyman’s “ Under the 
Red Robe” is shortly to be seen on the 
boards of the London Haymarket. Seton 
Merriman’s striking noyel, “ The Sowers,” 
which is the present fad in London, is being 
dramatized for an English star. Marie 
Corelli's “ Sorrows of Satan” has already 
been put into theatrical shape, and so has 
Mrs. Burnett’s “ A Lady of Quality.” Mr. 
Barrie is due in New York to snperintend 
the staging of his “ Little Minister,” and 
the same fate uwaits the infinitely less de- 
serving “ Une Idylle Tragique” of Paul 
Bourget. This is only a casual and incom- 
plete list, but it is sufficient to show the 
nature of the epidemic. 

Now, it is utterly impossible for all these 
novels to be revamped into successful 
dramas. Indeed, the chances in almost 
every case are two to one against the suc- 
cess of adramatized novel. Even the vogue 
gained by the book, save in extraordinary 
cases, like that of “ Trilby ” and “ Zenda,” 
is not sufficient to offset the handicap car- 
ried by every author who attempts to turn 
m literary success into a dramatic success. 
The two things are utterly antagonistic. 
The object of the story-teller is to conceal 
the denouement as long as possible. That 
of the dramatist is to give his secret away as 
soon as he can. The aim of the one is to 
conceal, of the other to reveal. The book 
reader must be mystified, while the chief 
characters know more about their own des- 
tinies than he does. The theater-goer must 
be wiser than any of the puppets on the 
stage, and must get his enjoyment by watch- 
ing them groping or galloping to a destiny, 
in plain view to him, but which they do not 
see. The stage idea is that of an all-know- 
ing God looking down on a blind humanity 
whose lives he has foreordained. The idea 
of the novel is that of a Darwin groping 
among nature’s multitudinous laws to trace 
them to their source, 

It is impossible that two such antagonistic 
phases of art should be mutually inter- 
changeable and convertible one into the 
other at the beck of a popular fad. The 
dramatization of novels has been attempted 
off and on ever since novels have existed, 
but no great play has ever resulted. Per- 
haps “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” has come as 
near the utmost attainable goal as any. 
But the annual crop of “Uncle Tom's 
Cabins” is not numbered by dozens, as is 
the present crop of dramatized novels. 


A BROKEN bicycle pedal precipitated an 
extraordinary tragedy at Elmore, Minn. 
John D. Sair, one of the Shervurne murder- 
ers, was wheeling for his life over a muddy 
road pursued by a Sheriff's posse, when he 
met with the accident at Elmore. which 
prevented further progress. He left his dis- 
abled wheel and ran towards sothe nearby 
timber, when he, was struck by a bullet in 
the shoulder. He regained his feet long 
enough to shout defiance to the officers of 
the law and take his own life just as they 
were about to seize him. The desperation 
which prompted this suicide was on a par 
with the reckless lawlessness which 
prompted robbery and murder. ‘The epi- 
sode raises the curtain.on a phase of hu- 
manity which happily is rarely seen at 
close rangé, but which nevertheless cannot 
fail to cause a shudder of apprehension to 
all who read and comprehend the details. 
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THE motto on one of the banners carried 
in the Popocratic procession Friday was: 
* Give us back what you stole in’73.’" What 
was stolen from these friends of Bryan in 
1873? Cheap money, low wages, and a 
hand-to-mouth existence? What did they 
get in exchange for that which was stolen 
froin them? Sound, honest money, good 
wages, increasing yearly, and the necessar- 
ies of life at a low price. And yet there are 
men who complain because of the benefits 
bestowed on them. A person who com- 
plained that by reason of being vaccinated 
his chance of getting the smallpox had been 
stolen from him would display fully as 
much intelligence as,these individuals who 
growl because they were deprived of twenty 
years of that poverty and misery which a 
failure to adopt the act of 1873 would have 
brought on them, They are ungrateful 
creatures. 

THE practice of criminal law in New York 
appears to have reached a condition which 
prevents reputable men from engaging in it, 
One lawyer, Mr,Chaniler, announced in court 
a few days ago that he would abandon the 
practice because of the abuses that had crept 
in, and another lawyer, Mr. H. D. Johnson, 
has made a similar public threat, saying in 
his speech to ihe Judge: 

From my own experience 1 can say that the 
practice Of law fn these courts is being lowered to 
a plane of degradation thet renders it impossible 
for gentlemen to follow the profession of crimina!

= 
Money Under Natural Laws. 

There is a significant promise in the fact 
that from San Francisco has come one of the 
‘ablest and soundest books on the currency 
question yet produced in the present cam- 
peign. Under the simple title, ‘“ Money,” 
John J. Valentine, President of the Wells- 
Fargo Express company, has published four 
papers that cover the whole field of discus- 
sion, historically, statistically, philosophic- 
ally, forcibly, exhaustively. 

Mr. Valentine shows that the natural law 
of money is, in general, the law of civilization 
—evolution. Beginning with barter, running 
the whole gamut of exchangeable articles, it 
has finally and trrevocably settled upon gold. 
Yet even with gold or silver all trade is still 
barter. As John Locke has sald for all time, 

’ money has the double function of “ counters 
and pledges.” In the réle of pledges even the 
precious metals must continue to be articles 
of barter, “ possessing intrinsically the same 

value as the things for which they are ex- 

changed.” Well may Mr. Valentine say that 
the whole science of money hinges on this 
fact. Starting from this basis he has crys- 
tallized the teaching of all history from the 
days of Copernicus to the present in these 
laws: 

That it is Impossible for the civil law to regulate 


e purchasing power of coins 

That all the law can do Is to maintain the coin- 

age at a fixed denomination, weight, and purity. 
That the coins of gold and silver must bear the 

game ratio to each other as the metals in bullion 


do in the market. 
That a coin is just as bad when debased by 


overvaluation, if not exchangeable for better, as 
when unduly alloyed, clipped, or sweated. 

That when two metals have unlimited free coin- 
age at fixed ratios and are legal tender the cheaper 
will, under all possible circumstances, drive the 
dearer out of circulation. 

The author tersely repeats that the laws 
which finally govern finanee are not made 
in conventions and Congresses, and adds: 
“ The foundation of the international bimet- 

.allic theory—a purely empirical proposition— 

is-thus erroneous from the beginning.” 
Then he proceeds to flay President, Andrews 
and his bimetallic treatise. He shows that 
from the days of Aristotle to the present 
nothing has been added to the value of the 
precious metals by the process of coinage. 
The mint stamp is merely a guarantee of the 
weight and fineness of the coin, to save the 
trouble of weighing and assaying. It has 
simply the effect that the stamp of a rella- 
ble house has upon spoons and plate, and 
adds no more to the value of the material 
of which metallic money is made than 
printing bank notes or bonds produces upon 
the market value of bank-note paper or 
r parchment, 

Most effectively does Mr. Valentine knock 
in the head the persistent, fundamental, 
fatal error of the silverites and bimetallists, 
* that the coinage of gold and silver operates 
as a demand upon the metal mass, and 
therefore brings them, as commodities, with- 
in the general economic law of supply and 
demand.” He places his finger upon the 
very crux of the whole fallacy by pointing 
out that the law of supply and demand, as 
applied to perishable commodities, presup- 
poses consumption and destruction of the 
material, thus treating new demands. He 
continues; 

But the precidug metals, being practically im- 
| perishable and indestructible, are in no wise af- 
fected by mere coinage; but, sie the contrary, 
their conditjon is thereby greatly improved for 
employment in either the arts or. international 
commerce, in whieh they are treated simply as 
commodities. Cofnage does not, therefore, in an 
economic sense, operate as consumption, but, upon 
the contrary, as a continual hoarding and stocking 
of the metal, the direct tendency of which Is to de- 
press its value as a commodity. 

‘Here is a fact that will always knock into 
a cocked hat all the arguments, not only of 
the no-other-nation-on-earth howlers, but 
also of the milder and mistier international 


bimetallists.

In the early days John Leech was one of 
his intimates, and his master, for to some 
extent Du Maurier’s work was modeled upon 
that of Leech. He improved in style rapidly 
and was soon a inted to a position on the 
regular staff of Punch. In the course of a 
few years he stood easily first in his class of 
illustrators. People came to look regularly 
for the new pictures and jokes of “‘ Postleth- 
waite,” “‘ Bunthorne,” “ Mrs. Ponsonby,” 
* Tomkyns,” “Sir Georgeous Midas,” and 
the other characters the humorous drafts- 
man had brought into being. 

Du Maurier was perhaps at the height of 
his success in drawing for Punch between 
1868 and 1878, when his “ full pages” were 
the wonder of the time. In 1878 he'sent to 
the Paris Exposition many of the originals 
of his'Punch sketches. He did some water 
color painting and had been for many years 
an associate of the Royal Society of Painters 


adding a new name to his already lengthy 
catalogue of the hated—the name of George 
du Maurier. 

Du Maurier had found that he could write, 
at least well enough to please the multitude, 
and he Hked writing tmmensely. So he 
kept at it. He worked carefully, both on 


his word. painting and on his pen drawing,’ 


to the last. Whatever form of expression 
he used he gave the best that was in him. 
The publication, serially, of his last com- 
pleted work was begun only two weeks 
ago. It will be many months before his 
thousands of readers will know whether 
the success of “‘ Thé Martian ” can begin to 
approach the success of “ Trilby.” 
His Home Life and Friends, 

From the day of his marriage in 1868 Du 
Maurier’s home life was peaceful and happy. 
Around him gathered the best society of 
the England of this period. These words, 
which in “* Peter Ibbetson ”’ he put into the 
mouth of the Duchess of Towers, he could 
as truly have uttered of himself: 

“There is another society In London and 
elsewhere—a free-masonry of intellect .and

in Water Colors. But most of his work was 
pen drawing in black and white. 

From the outset, when he settled in Lon- 
don in 1860, Du Maurier’s life was prosperous. 
He married in 1863 and from that day‘to the 
time of his death he never knew financial 
troubles. His only difficulty was his fear 
for his sight. Apart from that he was al- 
ways happy. Two sons and three daughters 
were born to him: They grew to manhood 
and womanhood and were provided for or 
started in life. Their father kept on draw- 
ing and making jokes or resetting them for 
Punch, the pages of which his work had 
brightened for many years. 

Artist Became an Author. 


It began to appear that he was already 
overtaken by that terrible familiarity which 
brings weariness even Of-the most interest- 
ing thing. Then suddenly the world saw a 
new Du Maurier. It was a rare feat. The 
caricaturist. had turned author, and the 
story rippled out as gently and as gracefully 
as the drawings had come before. At an 
age when most men begin to look upon 
their life’s work as all but finished, this 
man was only just learning his best talent 
for the entertainment of the world. In 1891, 
when he 'was 57 years old, Du Maurier pub- 
lished his first novel, ‘‘ Peter Ibbetson.’ It 
was a long story and a brilliant piece of 
writing, which secured attention at once 
and. achieved success. Three years later 
“Trilby’’ to electrify the novel- 
reading world and bring to its author 
fame and riches beyond all dreams of the 
sober-minded sketch artist. The story. of 
Du Maurier’s entrance into the wide field 
of letters is thus told in hisown words: 

‘‘ Nobody more than myself was surprised 
at the great success of my novels. I never 
expected anything of the sort. I did not 
know that I could write. I hadno idea that 
I had any experiences worth recording. The 
circumstances under which I came to write 
are curious.’ I was walking one evening 
with Henry. James. He said he had great 
difficulty in finding plots for. his stories. 
‘Plots!’ I exclaimed, ‘I am full of plots,’ 
and I went on to tell him the plot of ‘ Trilby.’ 
‘But you ought to write that story,’ cried 
James. ‘I can’t write,’ I said: ‘I have 
never written. If you like the plot so much 
you may take it.’ But James would not 
take it; he said it was too valuable a pres- 
ent and that I must write the story myself. 


How He Began to Write. 


‘‘ Well, on reaching. home that night, I 
set to work and by the next morning had 
written the first two numbers of ‘ Peter 
lbbetson.’* It seemed all to flow from my 
pen without effort in a full stream. But 
I thought it must be poor stuff, and I de- 
termined to look for an omen-to learn 
whether any success would attend this new 
departure. So I walked out irfto the garden 
and the first thing I saw was a wheelbar- 


row, and that comforted me and reassured . 


me, for, as you will remember, there is a 


eulture and hard work—la haute Bohéme du

During his long lifé in London Du Maurier 
made many interesting friends. His lecture, 
delivered all over England, contained many 
anecdotes about them. He said he never 
knew Dickens to speak to him, but had seen 
him once—at the funeral of John Leech. 
Thackery, whom he admired ardently, he 
met once. Of this meeting he said: 

““It was at the house of Mrs. Sartoris. All 
that evening I remained as close to him as 
possible, greedily listening to his words. I 
remember that d 
ican came up to him—rather a common sort 
of man—and claimed acquaintance. Thack- 
eray received him most cordially, and in- 
vited him to dinner. I envied that American. 
And my admiration for Thackery increased 
when, as it was getting late, he turned to his 
two daughters and said to them: ‘ Allons, 
mesdemoiselles, il est temips de s’en aller,’ 
with the best French accent I have ever 
heard in an Englishman's mouth.” 

Of John Leech, whom he knew intimately, 
Du Maurier said: ‘‘ He was not very funny, 
but was kind, amiable, and genial, a delight- 
ful man. I shall never forget the scene at 
his funeral. Dean Hole was officiating, and 
as the first sod fell with a sounding thud on 
the coffin of.our dear, dear friend, Millais, 
who, was standing on the edge of the grave, 
burst out sobbing. It was as a signal, for 
the moment after each man in that great con- 
course of mourners was sobbing also. It 
Was a memorable sight.”” 


Du Maurier’s Literary Tastes. 


Du Maurier was always a great reader. 
With’ his partial blindness the interest he 
took in literature, especially in the new 
books continually coming out, and the num- 
ber of books he managed to read were only 
less astounding than the quantity of orig- 
inal work he accomplished. In childhood 
his favorite books were the ‘‘ Swiss Family 
Robinson ”’ and ‘“ Robinson Crusoe.” ‘To 
the- end of his life hé never wearied of 
praising Robert Louis Stevenson. “ Kid~ 
naped’’ was one of his favorite stories. 
Among the poets he began by worshiping 
Byron. Later Tennyson and Shelley gained 
sway over him. He remained an ardent 
admirer of Tennyson, though late in life 
he came to regard Robert Browning as the 
greater poet. Swinburne’s earlier work 
amazed and enthralled him, but later that 
fascination wore away. He was fond of 
William Morris. Beyond all other literary 
men his ido] and his model was Thackeray. 

Lived in Interesting Places. 

Nearly every house Du Maurier lived in 
had some important interest to the world be- 
fore his occupancy. The first house his father 
took in London was occupied later by Charles 
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Scene—Club Smoking-Room.

Dua Maurier’s First Novel. 


When ‘ Peter Ibbetson”’’ appeared the 
critics did not know just how to take the 
book. It was dificult to classify. It 
was not a novel im the ordinary 
sense of the term. The story purports to be 
the autobiography of a man of mixed En- 
glish and French blood who hasbeen in 
prison for a long period for the crime of mur- 
der and who is believed to be insane. In 
reality the book is an extraordinarily clever 
study in hypnotism, relieved by charming 
pictures of English and Anglo-French man- 
ners and character of from forty to fifty 
years ago. Ibbetson’s account of his boy- 
hood in Paris is so natural and artless, and 
is so brimming full of youthful enthusiasms 
and fond recollections that the readers of the

book at once began to suspect it must have. 
had its roots in the author’s own experi- 
ence. The change of scene to England 
makes the youth and later the young man 
an observer of some typical phases of En- 
glish character and of the great social 
world which Du Maurier knew so thorough- 
ly. All these incidents merely lead up to 
the two critical events in young Ibbetson’s 
career—his meeting with the “ Duchess of 
Towers "’ and his tragic killing of his uncle 
for defaming the name of his mother. The 
author showed remarkable ingenuity in his 
account of the double life which IbBetson 
leads after his imprisonment, following 
upon the young man’s discovery that he pos- 
sesses the power to revive and live in the 
past in his dreams in company with the 
Duchess of Towers, who, he has learned, is 
the sweetheart of his Paris boyhood, and 
who shares his pleasure in this state of sub- 
consciousness. While his body is in the 
prison cell the spirits of these two lovers 
roam at will through the past—float in idle 
pleasure on Venetian lagoons, listen fo the 
opera, revisit the Bois de Boulogne of their 
youth and see the same people, friends, and 
relatives whom they used to see, and even 
develop the power to go back through the 
centuries of their ancestors.

Great Elements im “ Trilby.” 


“ Trilby,”” also, is unquestionably a novel 
of manners, and not nearly as successful as 
a novel of character. Everybody remem- 
bers that the heroes of this entrancing tale 
are three modern “musketeers of the 
brush” of the Latin Quarter in Paris— 
Little Billie, Taffy, The Laird—all 
British art students of something more 
than a quarter of a century ago. They had 
a common studio in the Place St. Anatole 
des Arts, into which drifted Trilby, the 
model, destined, under the magic wand of 
Du Maurier, to captivate their hearts and 
the hearts of thousands of readers, and to 
emerge successively as the penitent blanch- 
isseuse de fin, the outcast, and at length “La 
Svengali '’ the wonderful, ‘“* who caught back 
from heaven.il bel canto and set all the world 
a-wageging.’ 

_In “ Trilby ”’ Du Maurier dodged both the 
commonplace and the forbidden most adroit- 
ly. W. C, Brownell wrote, when the story 
was first put into a book: “ Trilby herself is 
drawn with a touch of truly New Testament 
lovingnes$, and perhaps the triumph of a 
book that is itself an incontestable triumph 
is the successful way in which Mr. Du Mau- 
rier has installed Trilby in the hearts of the 
strictest and straitest. He has made the 
breast of the Pharisee glow with warmth 
for the child of the Publican, and given all 
his readers a glimpse—hardly, perhaps, of 
‘man’s norma! life as we shall one day know 
it,’ but -certainly of sentiments that will 
form an important element of such life.” 
Pronouncing this to be power and originality 
of the first water, this same writer predicted 
that in ten years “ Trilby”’ would take its 
place on the shelf near Thackeray, by virtue 
of ite charm, its flavor, its power to attract 
and interest in every paragraph. 


Promises of “ The Martian.” 


Those whose position and duties’ have 
given them opportunity to read the new 
story, *“‘ The Martian,” say that in it the 
growing promise given by “Trilby” of 
greater things is surprisingly w@) fulfilled. 
Certainly in the opening instaliment of the 
tale George Du Maurier’s genius. for nar- 
ration, for character delineation, for 
piquancy ‘of style, and brilliant touches of 
genial and optimistic philosophy on the in- 
eidents of human life, his originality, his 
ability to tell a story delightfully, are all 
more emphatically proved than ever before. 
From those first pages it appears as if by 
this, his last work, his place in literature 
will be more firmly assured. : 


Immense Income from Works.. 


.The words of the dying author to the effect 
that popularity bad killed him at last un- 
doubtedly had in them a wan flicker of hu- 
mor, though it is true that Du Maurier looked 
with distrust, almost aversion, upon his 
American ‘‘ boom.” That there was any 
close connection between his death and the 
checks that poured in upon him is purely 
a fancy, as the immediate cause of his heart 
trouble was overexercise in a recent sum- 
mer outing. Yet it is true that his income 
from his literary work had already. sur- 
passed the wildest dreams of the plodding 
artist of former years, and was rapidly ap- 


.proaching the point where it. would have 


surpassed the pecuniary réwardy of any 
other living ‘writer. It must always be re- 
membered that “ Trilby,’”” whether deserv- 
edly or not, was the most popular novel of 
this generation. 

In comparing the sums Du Maurier re- 
ceived from his .literary work with those 
received by other authors it must always be 
remembered that he had but begun, and that 
the bulk of his possible wealth from this 
source lay chiefly in the future. Notwith- 
standing this fact his receipts surpassed 
those of every other living author save one 
or two. Mrs. Humphry Ward has received 
larger sums in the aggregate, but her lit- 
erary career has extended over a much longe 
er space of time. Rudyard Kipling, who has 
just received $23,000 for the serial rights of 
‘“ Captains Courageous ” in America and En- 
gland, cannot even now claim the popularity 
of Du Maurier. These are the only two writ- 
ers who could claim equality with the author 
of * Trilby ’’ on the score of the prices ob- 
tainable for their literary wares. 

Money from His Books. 


Mr. Du Maurier began his literary career 
by selling ‘“‘ Peter Ibbetson”’ to the Har- 
pers for $5,000. When he had completed 
“Trilby ’’ he was offered. by the same firm 
the alternative of a royalty or a sale out- 
right for $10,000. Du Maurier instantly took 
the cash offer, remarking that the royalty 
would néver amount to twopence. When 
the book began selling by the thousands 
and scores of thousands and it became ap- 
parent: what sums the author had forfeited 
by lack of sufficient faith in his own merits 
his publishers of their own accord destroyed 
the original contract and placed all their fut- 
ure sales of the book upon a royalty basis. 
Upon this basis Du Maurier is said to have 
received | $75,000 additional—practically a 
gift from his publishers. - 

Then came the dramatization of “* Trilby,”’ 
and from this source the author is said to 
have received net royalties up to date ap- 
proximating $50,000. 

When ‘* The Martian” had been complet- 
ed the Harpers contracted for full possession 
of all serial and book rights on both sides 
of the Atlantic. For this monopoly of the 
new story they are said to have paid $50,000, 
though it is probable that this is an under- 
statement of the amount. At any rate, the 
net receipts of the author from his ihree 
books at! the time of his death had reached 
the neighborhood of $200,000, 


Sum Not a Record-Breaker. 


This seems an enormous sum for only three 
books, but Mrs. Humphry Ward received 
$300,000 in royalties from three of her novels, 
including ‘‘ Robert Elsmere.”” Mrs. Ward 
got $18,000 for the serial rights of “ Sir 
George Tressady,”’ and $50,000 for the book 
rights. In the light of this statement the 
sum paid for “The Martian,” especially 
when it is remembered that the author also 
furnished the illustrations, is smaller than it 
would have been if Du Maurier had not been 
under moral obligations to the Harpers. 

When it is remembered that Mr. Du 
Maurier retained all the French thrift of 
his ancestors and of his. hungry apprentice- 
ship days, and when it is remembered that 
his income from the London Punch has for 
years been very liberal, it seems probable 
that he had accumulated a considerable 
fortune. But, whatever the sum, it is small 
compared with the magnificent sums he 
had every right to expect in the next decade. 
It is inspiring to think of the momerntum 
that would be gained by keepinga “ Trilby ”’ 
reputation in full swing through such a 
period of years as still rightfully belonged 
to George Du Maurier. One of these days it 
will be done by some man or woman before 
envious death can intervene, and then the 
world will witness such fame and wealth as 
authorship has never yet bestowed, even 
upon Sir Walter Scott. . 

The English reading world—the world that 
can be reached by the newspapers—is ten, 
yes, twenty, times greater than it wasin the 
days when Scott and Moore received such 
large sums for their work. When the Scott 
or Dickens of these newer times shall ap- 
pear his rewards will be beyond the dreams 
of literary avarice. Not the least sad as- 
pect of George Du Maurier’s death: is the 
fact that he apparently held these great pos- 
sibilities within the masterly hand now 
nerveless forever. 

Du Maurier’s Artistic Work. 


The works of Du Maurier before the ap- 
pearance of his novels, the drawings pub- 
lished in Punch—even at*the period of his 
greatest success—were esteemed by the few 
rather tham by the many. Most people, who 
aid not know the British life which they 
so mildly satirized, could see but little in 
them. His style was inimitably his own, 
yet it was appreciated fully only by a few. 
There was always in his picturings the 
“strong wine of human interest,” but it 
was only after he began to write, when he 
combined his pictures with his story, that 
everybody could see more clearly how 
much background and atmosphere there is 


in his slightest sketch, and how correlated 
sem mingled were the words and the draw- 


gs. 

In an appreciative sketch of Du Maurier. 

ublished two or three years ago, Henry 
ames pointed out this fact that it is the 
drawings and stories together which reveal 
the “ personality ” of man. He said: 
“ The color and shape of this author’s world 
are reflected, without a’ break, from his 
sense of human and : beauty. In 
this sense resides the native power of his 
work.” The secret. of the artist’s power 
always to “see beautiful ’—as the joyous 
ones in ‘** Peter Ibbetson "’ had the.power to 
“dream true ’’—was the fact that he con- 
cerned himself so much with the delinea- 
tion of youth and sweet freshness. He 
drew children and youths of both sexes of 
amazing height. In any judgment of his 
pictorial art it ig to be borne in mind that 
nearly everything he did was thus carica- 
tured, distorted, perhaps, but with true 
dignity and grace of line. Sd that nothing 
was ever ugly, however funny it might be.

Anecdote of Charles Lamb. 


Among the visitors at the Novello 
was Mr. Cowden-Clarke, whom the euteme 
of this autobiography subsequently married 
Cowden-Clarke, as well as his wife, was 
intimate with the Lambs, and the latter tells 
an anecdote of Charles Lamb, who, with 
all his melancholy, could not resist the 
temptation to joke. One evening she was 
going with him to the house of a rather for- 
mal lady, to whom, as they entered the 
room, Lamb said: ‘‘ Mrs. —, I have brought 
you the wife of a man who mortally hates 
your husband.” And when: the lady replied 
by politely inquiring for Miss Lamb, hoping 
she was quite well, Charles Lamb said: 
“She has a terrible fit. of toothache this 
evening, so Mr. Cowden-Clarke remained to 
keep her company.'’ Soon after this, the 
two appearing, Lamb went ontosay: “ Mrs. 
Cowden-Clarke has been telling me as we 
came along that.she hopes you have spratts 
for supper.”’ The lady’s puzzled look, con- 
trasted to the smiling calmness with which 
we stood by Hstening to him, were precisely 
the effects that most amused Lamb to pro- 
duce. “I have heard Lamb say that he 
never stammered when he told a lie.”’ 

Malibran and Mendelssohn were frequent 
visitors at the Novello house, and one time 
Mendelssohn asked her to sing for i:im. 
When she had finished she said: ‘* Now, Mr. 
Mendelssohn, I never do nothing for noth- 
ing; you must play for me now that I have 
sung for you.” He, nothing loath, let her 
lead him to the pianoforte, where he dashed 
into wonderful, impulsive extempore, in- 
troducing the several pieces Malibran had 
just sung. Vincent Novello was quite car- 
ried away by the young Mendelssohn’s per- 
formance, and was so extravagant in his 
praise that one of his friends said to him: 
‘** You will spoil that young man,”’ to which 
he replied, ‘‘ He is too genuinely good to pe 
spoiled.’ ) 

Mrs. Cowden-Clarke’s recollections are in- 
teresting and agreeasile, but they will not 
take a high place among books of this class. 
They are, however, quite well worth reading, 
and, the volume being small, they will not 
detain the reader for a very long time.

But she has also accomplished much work 
of another kind, productions in the modeling 
of which she has taken a somewhat keener 
interest, and upon which she has expended 
more time and thought; and works which 
cannot fail to increase greatly the wide 
fame this young Chicago artist‘already en- 
joys. 

In THe SvunDAY TrRiIBUN® for April 19, 
1896, there was reproduced a drawing'from 
a splendid piece of portrait modeling by Miss 
Potter called “ The Twins.” The eatalogue 
of her productions completed. since that 
time would contain a score of titles. ‘Two of 
the most interesting, important, and meri- 
torious of these works are pictured by pen 
drawings in these columns today. 

The larger of these, *‘ The Spirit of the 
Water,” is Miss Potter's chief work thus 
far in her career. Ahead of anything she 
has done before, this figure—it is nearly 
life-size—places the sculptress securely in 
the front rank of those living geniuses of the 
chisel whose work is really great art. 

In this beautiful body of a child, exquisite- 
ly idealized, lifted to the summit of perfect 
purity, Miss Potter has achieved a triumph 
which should make her name a household 
word in the homes where the beautiful is 
worshiped throughout America and Eu- 
rope. In the modeling of ‘‘ The Spirit of the 
Water” innumerable difficulties were met 
and conquered; problems of anatomy which 
would have baffled many an older and more 
experienced sculptor. The modeler worked 
upon it for months, patiently, studiously 
seriously, often remodeling parts of it many 
times. Gradually there was evolved the 
thing of wondrous beauty it stands today. 

It had only to be 8een to be purchased at 
once, and luckily, by a Chicagoan, who ap- 
appreciated its ethereal quality and great 
beauty. The purchaser wisely stipulated 
that the figure be cut in marble, and this 
coming winter Miss Potter is to go to Flor- 
ence, Italy, to execute the order.

While several of his 
disciples meditate apart or discuss among 
themselves, the great® Greek philosopher 
stands in the foreground explaining to an 
attentive listener his ideas upon the eternal 
conflict between spiritualism and material- 
ism. Away in the background, upon the 
steep eminence of the Acropolis, the white 
eolonnade of the Parthenon stands out in 
strong relief upon the pure blue sky. 

** Chemistry "' is represented by a fairy, 
whose delicately modeled form, half con- 
cealed by a veil, rises in front of the beholder 
from an opening in the rocks. She presides 
over the experiment which three little 
winged deities are making in a retort on the 
ground. 

“ Physics” is symbolized by electricity 
flying through space carrying messages of 
good and bad news. The messages are rep- 
resented as two female forms gliding w'th 
extended arms above a line of _———- 
wires which runs along the side df rocky 
mountains. The bearer of unwelcome news 
is clothed in a somber robe and covers her 
face with one hand. The bearer of good tid- 
ings wears a white gown and bears alofta 
laurel branch. 


-ANTITOXIN FOR BITE. OF. SERPENTS. 


Dr. Calmette of Pasteur Institute 
Claims to Have a Sure Remedy 
for Poison by Reptiles. 


Dr, A. Calmette of the Pasteur Institute at 
Lille, France, has discovered a sure cure for 
snake bite. He has succeeded in obtaining 
an antitoxin by inoculating horses with pro- 
gressive doses of the poison of the most dead- 
ly serpents, such as the cobra. 

Having at length rendered the animals 
proof against the venom, even in doses of 
large quantities, he draws from them the se- 
rum, which he caiis “‘ anti-venom.” 

This fluid injected into the body of a person 
bitten by any Kind of a snake wil save life if 
there has not been too much delay. 

Dr, Gibier of the Pasteur Institute In this 
city, when asked his opinion of this discov- 
ery, said: “I am not prepared to make a 
statement yet. I was at Lille during the 
morfth of August and spent several weeks 
experimenting with Dr. Calmette. I think 
he has made a wonderful achievement. I 
have brought a quantity of the serum with 
me, and I {intend to call a number of promi- 
nent physicians together very soon and ex- 
periment with them. I shall be in a position 
to say more about it after so doing.” |

HIS IS A PROHIBITION CHARIOT. 


Uncle Dave Haggard’s Conveyance 
Smacks of the Spiritual and Political. 


Bloomington, Ill., Oct. 4.—{Special.]—One 
of the most striking and unique figures in 
Prohibition politics in the West is John D. 
Haggard of Bloomington, Ill: He has been 
an enthusiast in Prohibition work since he 
made his first speech in the cause at Stan- 
ford, this county, in 1868. He has,occupied 
positions on the National Executive commit- 
tee and on the State committee, and at pres- 
ent is the secretary of the McLean County 
Executive committee. He has spoken in 
almost every city and town in Illinois and 
adjoining States. He is approaching his 
70th year, but is still as vigorous and in- 
cisive as ever. 

This year Mr. Haggard has made a new 
departure in campaigning. He is a wagon- 
maker by trade, and heand a few of his as- 
sociates in Prohibition evangelism have built 
a vehicle which they call the Prohibition 
gospel wagon, and, under the leadership of 
Mr. Haggard, are makjng a tour of this and 
adjoining counties. 

It is a canopy top affair, neatly painted 
and lettered. The wagon is drawn usually 
by a team furnished free of charge by some 
one who has the Prohibition cause at heart, 
who takes it to the next town, and there 
leaves it to be transporied farther by some 
other geerous enthusiast. 

Mr. Haggard is the pilot, master of cere- 
monies, organizer, and orator. In the front 
of the.wagon. is a cabinet organ, and an or- 
ganist usually accompanies the outfit, or 
one is picked up when the chariot arrives in 
atown. The wagon is backed upto the side- 
walk at an angle of forty-five degrees. The 
outer side of the vehicle is curtained with 
cartoons, which serve to shut out the noises 
of the street, attract, amuse, and enlighten 
the natives, and serve to reflect the music 
of the songs and the tones of the speaker. 

One of these portrays Uncle Sam fishing 
in the legislative slough for revenue. He 
has caught a few minnows and has just 
hooked a whopper :narked ‘“‘ Anarchy.” 

Another cartoon asks *“‘ Why Don’t Labor 
Rise?” A laboring man is lying in the mud 
under a big whisky barrel. Two mottoes 
frequently displayed are these: “ Blessed 
Are They That Stick, for They Shail Get 
There,” and “‘ Is It Worse to Debase the Cur- 
rency than to Debase Men?” 

The entrée of the wagon into a town causes 
no little excicement and interest. The right 
meetings are considered the most impor- 
tant. The wagon is lighted by gasoline 
torches, whose weird light brings out the 
sharp-cut features of the veteran crator. 
The program is opened with a Prohibition 
song or two, and then Brother Haggard cuts 
loose. He is an oratoricai -buzz-saw, and, 
when he gets into motion, the air is soon 
filled with dust and splinters. He rips the 
whisky business up the middie and splits the 
old partias wide open. He is a good bit ufa 
humorist, too, and, as he now and then 
cracks a good joke in the middle of his ora- 
tory, the crowd roars with laughter and 
cries out “’ Hit ’em again, Uncle Dave.” 

“TIncle Dave” is assisted by W. P. Allen 
of McLean, the Rev.| Mr. Humphries, pastor 
of the Congregational Church of Blooming- 
ton: W. H. Cannon of Champaign, and 
Frank L. Davis of Heyworth, Prof. Hedges 
of Bloomington has assisted at the organ, 
and in nearly every town soloists and quar- 
tets have lent their aid.

Detroit Has a Campaign Orator Who 
Nightly Raises His Voice. 
Detroit, Mich., -Oct. 6—([Special.}—This 
city contains plenty of street corner political 
spouters. Probably the oddest of the lot and 
the only one who has derived much notoriety 
or following from his efforts on the stump is 
Robert J. Hoffman. For over two months 
now Hoffman has appeared on the Campus 
Martius—a public square in the heart of the 
city—every evening, rain or shine, and made 
a wordy and more or less incoherent ha- 
rangue on the silver question, From a few 
scattered listeners: at first his hearers have 
grown to a crowd of several hundred. He 
erects his small stand on the asphalt pave- 
ment, and mounting that arranges a black- 
board about three feet square in a conven- 
lent place by his side and places a large gaso- 
line burner beside it. Then his talk begins. 
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lied with greenbackism and every other 
political crankism that has come to 1 ght 
during the last twenty years; John Hoffman, 
a brother of the blackboard man, and Dan 
Cummings, a laboring man with some fol- 
lowing. The attention of the Republican 
State Central committee has been directed 
to some of the rash and unqualifiedly false 
statements which these speakers have been 
making, and the committee has lately pro- 
ceeded to send several well equipped finan- 
cial students into their audiences. By these 
latter many of the specious arguments of the 
silver men are nightly shattered, and their 
crowds of hearers considerably disinte-

Madison, Wis., Oct. 3.—[Spectal.]—Madison 
is the Mecca of every freak or extraordinary 
production of this queer campaign. The odd- 
est combination, however, that has floated 
into the capital city so far was the free silver 
van drawn by three horses and hailing from 
Brodhead in the Southern part of the State. 
This curious campaigning production was 
put on the road by Charles anc George 
Wooster, farmers living near Brodhead. 
The orator is A. A. Worsley of Sylvania, 
Racine County. The wagon is a most ex- 
traordinary vehicle. It is about the size ofa 
common truck. A wooden canopy sur- 
mounts it and the sides are inclosed with 
heavy curtains which bear the most wonder- 
fully and fearfully constructed free silver 
mottoes everseen. The entire van is painted 
the color of silver. The harness on the 
horses, and every other feature of this 
unique conveyance suggests the white 
metal. The party goes from town to town 
arguing for free silver, and’ no village or 
crossroads is too’ remote or insignificant to - 
be passed without receiving attention. The 
members of the party sleep and eat in their 
queer-looking wagon. They were in Madi- 
son on the evening of Sept. 14 and their 
strange appearing vehicle soon attracted a 
crowd of curious men and boys. Old man 
Wooster began the séance by grinding out a 
few jigs and breakdowns on an antiquated 
violin. This feature would have been com- 
ical had it:not been for the old man’s gray 
hairs and his apparent earnestness. The 
younger Wooster then sang some songs, and 
Worsley followed. He distinguished himself 
more for the strength and power of his 
lungs than for the depth and breadth of his 
mind. Being a vigorous young man he is 
able to create considerable noise, and he 
fractured the atmosphere for an hour with 
a curious mixture of argument and invective 
that at times indicated considerable original- 
ity. The expenses of this traveling stump 
are partly defrayed by collections taken up 
at every town in which a stop is made.

St. Joseph, Mo., Oct. 3.—[Special.]}—The 
honest yeomanry of Missouri is enjoying 
something novel in the line of campaign- 
ing, something that appeals directly to its 
hearts and impresses itself upon its minds as 
nothing of the grand or spectacular char- 
acter could do.

This Forrestville Schoo! has an interesting 


history, and its growth may be taken as an” 
example of the conditions which are now- 


perplexing the Board of Education of Chi- 


cago. 
Jnat after the great fire the little settle- 
ment» of Forrestville—as it was spelled in 
those days—lay between the city’s southern 
boundary at Thirty-ninth street and just 
north of the limits of the Village of Hyde 
Park. The school in Hyde Park which was 
used by the children of Forrestville lay far 
to the south. In seeking a remedy for this 
inconvenience of distance a disagreement 
arose between the two villages. Finally, in 
the spring of 1873, Forrestville asserted its 
independence of Hyde Park and established 
the Forrestville schoo! district. Its bounid- 
aries were Forty-third street on the north, 
tage Grove avetfue.on the east, Indiana 
avenue on the west, and Forty-seventh street 
on the south. 1 
A ‘ittle two-story frame with basement 
stood near the corner of Evans avenue on 
Ferty-tifth street. This basement was rent- 
ed by the School Board, consisting of James 
S. Barker, President; George G. Custer, 
Clerk: and George A. Emery. In this hum- 
ble basement, poorly lighted and ventilated, 
the present Forestville School, with its one 
“rr was born. The first teacher was Miss 
Alice J. Quiner, and she had sixteen children 
in the school. ; < 
About this time a man named Bradley was 
building a business house on Cottage Grove 
avenue, half way between Forty-fourth and 
orty-fifth streets. In the fall of 1873 the 
Forrestville school was moved into the 
ground floor of this building, occupying two 
rooms. Miss Quiner had her hands full by 
this time, and Miss Ollie Draper took charge 
ft the new room. 
we the meantime bonds had been issued by 
the new district and a school building was 
der way at the present site of the-one- 
rd Forestville School on St. Lawrence 
avenue at Forty-fifth street. All told, this 
building cost $2,592.50 in a district having 
y population, with an assessed valuation 
oP $106,307.20. All of the members of that 
Board of Directors are living in Chicago, 
and Mr. Custer is still in the service of the 
Chicago public school system. In spite of 
Mr; Custer’s opposition one r was 
dropped from the spelling of the school name, 
and the building was occupied in the fall 


of 1874. Where those sixteen pupils of twen-: 


-three years ago plodded to school more 
Mn 1,000 children now make daily pilgrim- 
ages between home and lessons. 

Best Under the Circumstances. 

“* Tt is bad that we have such a large per- 
iese of public school children in these 
ili-adapted rooms and buildings,” said As- 
sistant Superintendent Nightingale, but 
it is better than shutting them out altogeth~ 
er. In some districts, in. primary grades, 
‘the first-year pupils can attend only halfa 

day, but we do not regard this as neces- 


4ly an evil; a child of such tender age , 


ofdinarily has enough work and enough re- 
ssion in half a day’s confinement to a 
hard seat.

- * Chi has been paying rent for school 
buildings ce 1877. It was a small Poll, 
‘even in 1886. In that year it paid $80 a 
month for two buildings on the West Side. 
(ne of these was in Lake street near Oak- 
ley avenue and was owned by the Union 
Church. Steadily 
since that time this rent charge has in- 
creased. Now, with $18,637,000 invested in 
sehool property, the city is. still paying 
475,000 a year in rents. In the school year 
of 1895-'96 the Adams, Bass, Bismarck, Brad- 
well (addition), Forrestville (addition), 
Greene, Gresham (addition), Healy (addi- 
tion}, Morris, Tennysen, ‘Talcott (addition), 
and Von Humboldt Schools were opened, 
agcommodating 9,026 new pupils.

They should, moréover, , 
be careful not to shock our feelings in a | 
similar way: and that is a side of the ques- 
tion. which never occurs to them. We are

matches, talking about the gameand about 
nothing else, laying .out prospective new 
courses, perhaps practicing indoors with a 
club and a ball, or, what Is still worse, sit- 
ting indoors all afternoon for want of some- 
thing to do.

If it is wrong itis 
wrong for the office clerk just as much as 
for the man of leisure. ft is true that over- 
work may constitute extenuating circum- 
stances. But do the rich men of. leisure 
really imagine that the hardworked busi- 
ness-man is willing to accept absolution on 
such terms? It is just as if you excuse a 
thief on the ground of hunger or a murderer 
on the ground of provocation. The man who 
plays golf on Sunday does not care to be 
classed with the thief or the murderer whose 
sentence is lightened on account of provoca- 
tion proved. He scorns such pity and con- 
descension. He pleys golf because on moral 
grounds alone he believes it to be a healthy 
exercise fit for the true enjoyment of the 
Sabbath. And not only would he allow 
hard-worked business-men to play on Sun- 
day, but he would actually use all his persua- 
sion to get every Man, woman, and child out 
into the country to play golf or do anything 
else in the way of physical exercise in prefer- 
erxe to staying in a hot and crowded city. 
Liberality in England. 

i know that this view of the question has 
only come into prominence even in England 
in the last ten or fifteen years. 
approved itself in the eyes of‘ all who have 
any knowiedge of the rising generation that 
it is not likely ever to be superseded. Thein- 
fluence of a rational spending of Sunday 
upon young men is for the very best. Only 
ten years ago it was considered wrong to 
play any game at the great universities on 
Sunday. Curtously enough, golf was the first 
sport to attract the man on the lookout for 
Sunday amusement. Some endeavors were 
made on the part of the university authori- 
tles to put down the tendency to break the 
Sabbath. Luckily there was a hard-headed 
Scotchman at the head of affairs at Oxford. 
He refused to exercise his authority in the 
matter, with the result that, whereas ten 
years ago the ordinary undergraduate spent 
his Sunday in eating and drinking far more 
than was good for him, he now goes up to 
the golf links or sails upon the river, or takes 
some other form of exercisé to his great per- 
sonal benefit. And yet there are those who 
would go back to the old order of things! 

There is only one thing to be said for those 
who have stirred up the question recently 
with regard to golf. They had cause for 
complaint, apparently, on account of the 
fact that in one of the golf clubs prizes were 
competed for on Sunday. Now, apart from 
the question of the good taste displayed In 
interfering in the affairs of a private club, 
it must be admitted that a newspaper which 
objected to this competition for prizes ought 
at least to have known the facts of the case. 
The facts were that certain prizes had been 
played for on Sunday, but that owing to the 
representations of certain members it was 
agreed to discontinue the practice exactly 
ten days before the paper in question made 
its protest. But on general grounds it wasa 
most extraordinary position for any Chicago 
paper to take. Ethically. there is no differ- 


ence between playing golf on Sunday and | 


playing golf for a prize on Sunday, granted 
that it is right to play the game for a prize 
on any day of the week. The only thing to 
be said is that the publicity of the prize 
game may shock the feelings of the Sab- 
batarians. Now. the one thing that makes 
a prize game public is the newspaper report 
and therefore the wickedness of the game 
lies at the door. not of the club, but of the 
newspaper. Things are coming to a pretty 
pass indeed when a newspaper which pub-
